T is no Surpriſe that our Examiner , to diſpuſe unwary men to purchaſe 
his Book, ſhould dawb the Pillars and the Gates of our Churches, and 
preſume to affix the Titles of his Libel there , when he had with the 
ſame unhallowed hinds,thrown his dirt intothe Temple it ſelf : For at the 

very time that he pretends to repreſent Truth to uz, he joyns her in Mar- 
riage with his own P:rofaneneſs ; and thinks it no breach, either of Law, or of 
Goſpel , to plead unrighteoully for God. 1f he had not given us th: Honuuc 
of knowing he is a Clergyman of tYe Church of Eaglind, from whom Car-mens 
Railery , and other lewd Language could not reaſonably have been expetted, 
we might have thought him one of the Family of the Old Arb:nian Poiefts,who 
ſerv'd at the Ntars of the two Famous Deities, Calumry ani Impulderce ; and 
yet if we adriit his Pretence to Holy Orders, we muſt :llow our L£-v:re to 
have bin inverſt ſince he breath'd forth an ample Diſcovery of an iuward 
blackneſs, 

I am ſure he never learn't his Theatrical Dialeft from the Holy Apoſtles, to 
whoſe Direttions , Clergymen ( of all others) are more eſpecially obliged : 
No inſtruion without the Spirit of Meekne(s ; noUncharitable Surn:iſe , or 
falfe Accuſation do's bear a part on the Sacred File ; and th:refore 1 know nor 
how our New-ftampt Clergy-man can reconcile a continued Seiies of Sp'ght 
and Malice , that abounds in his Pamphlet with ſuch ſerious Texts, umlcls he 
firft place deformed Envy among the Chriſtian Graces, ;

In truth, he ſeems rather to have pratis'd according to the preſcriptions of 
Galen , than to the Rules of St. Pau] 3; and the Phyſical Doſe did ſuch Violence + 
to him , that'tis no wonder he complain'd in one of his Pages , that he was 
weary of the Operation; for afcera full Vomit, his Malady fell downwards ; 
and 1 fcar the Jallap left him in no goed Caſe, _ 

Our other Author , who has oblig'd the Age with his Reflettions, did I con- 
feſs , pretend great Friendſhip and good Humor : But in beftowing the Cour. 
teſy, he uſually interlaced ſome Digreſſions; which,as they betray'd the genuine 
temper of his mind, ſo did they diſcover him to be not altogether exempt 
from the frailty of being inveterate, 

Nor was he content to confine his paſſions within the compaſs of his Book ; 
but ve find a Golden Legend, 2 tergo Scriptz, where he delivers matters of eſ- 
pecial Moment : For inſtead of an Advertiſement , to diſcover what Lap-dogs 
are loft, what Canary-Birds are lately Arrived, or what other Pamphlets the Re- 
nowned Authors of the Modeft Enquiry , and their Brethren of the Quill have 
put farth for G hoftly InftruQtion ( this being a Cuſtomary ſupply to Mercurial 
Writers, wh2n their Stock of Fancy is Exhauſted ) he hath by the grave ad- 
vice of the Publiſher recommended a Poſtſcript to us, that reſolves it ſelf into 
the following Interpretation ( 1. ) That Gentlemen( tho it ſeems to be of hard 
Digefticn to him ) uſually ſerve upon Grand-juries ( 2. ) That as no. Clergy- 
man was the Author of the Addreſs, ſo neither of the Apology ( 3. ) That 
be himſelf, if he be a Gentleman , is none of the beft Chriſtians, being guilty 
of that very Scurrility, which he pretends to Condemn in others, He tells me, 
that ſome particular paſſages in the Apology , which toucht the Rampant 1ai- 
quity of Barbarous Regicides,and of other Bloody and Hypocritical Men,were 
the produtt of my own evil ſelf, and not of the Spirit of God, who is the Spi« 
rit of Love and Peace. This Letture was, I confeſs, an home-puſh, and I 
thought at firſt ſight, it would have brought me to the Refl-tters ſtool of Re- 
pentance: But after 1 had duly conſidered the Charge , 1 had no reaſon to be 
Surpriſed at the Malevolence of the Cenſure , eſpecially fince our Refleder , 
tg repreſent me asan il) Man, has thought it adviſable to Rob an Old Popiſh 
Author of a Canting Expreffion. For Coch/ew in his Letter to the Wormaci.n 
Dyer, in which he repreſents the beft Men as the Enzmies of God, tells them , . 

hat M:rtin Bucey, to whoſe ſingular qualifications, neither the Refleer nor 
my (elf, myft dare to pretend, was guided fraude ſni Spiritus qui utique non 
pac ſed diſ-ntionys eſſe ſolebat, &c. 1 would deſire our Author, if not tocom- 
pare the impe1tinence of that unchriftian Allegaffon , with the Stuff he has 
publiſhed againſt me, yet at leaft to reflett on his own hard words ; and fo I 
proceed to conſider the exceptions whic' our two Adverſaries have laid down, 
not only again the proceedings of our Grand-jury , but againft the Dorine 
of Humanity . and the Diſcipline of oar Church ; agaiaft all our Biſhops in 
general, and the Sentimerts of our b<ft Doctors , who have «» ich due Confor- 
mity , comply'd wich the jate Oaths, I ſhall begin with theic unfair dealing 
with us, which is at'cnded with ſo many ſpightful Remarks, ſuch jalouſics 
and foul ſuſpicions , that 1 believe the Authors had a mind to ſet up for none 
of the honefteft or beſt natur'd Men in the World, And though it may be in 
vain to offer them a Remedy to Cure their prejudice z Yet I ſhall endeavour 

to prevent /he inveterace diſcaſe from infefAing others. 

In the firſt place, 1am obliged to inform you , that every perſon ſave one 
of onr Grand+jury, ſigned the Addreſs, and that no diſre/p-(tful words paſſed 
between the Diſlzuters and us; For as the Honourable Judge was pleas'd on all 
OCCF« 
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occaſions to diſtinguiſh us from Common Tipftaves, and the other inferior At- 
tendants of the Court , witha Title to.which the Publiſher of the RefleMions 
cannot (without ſome Mortihcation to his grianing Modefty) be reconcil%! ; fo 
were we very ſenſible of ths import of that name , and have entertain'd a 
generous Opinion of our Brother. Nor could I obſerve he then decla;*.) a put- 
lick Reſentment of us. 1t he hasat.his leiſure atted in a different ftrain. I am 
ſur2 we gave him no juſt occation to be uncharitable. I have one thing to of- 
fer, which manifefted cur Agreement in a main point, and prov'd our retoly* 
concurrence againft our Common Kknemy t For our Preſentmert , which we 
lodg'd in the Court, as it pa(s'd by our General Vote; ſo were it Tran{rid'd 
by other Grand-juries, and manag'd with prudence, and purſued with Coa- 

rage, it would ſoon diſcover the private receſſes of Jeſuits, and diſappoint the 
frequency of their Cabals. 

I muſt in this place , beg leave to remind the RefleQer of a wilful miſtake 
of his ; which as it is a Treacherous Imwvoting on his Reader , (o | ſhall in a 
few words diſcover the pleaſant [ranſ}ort he gives out in his Title page, That 
his Book contains a Vindication of thoſe who cefuſed to 5ubſcribe the Petition ; 
this is a bold ſtroke, and the words imply, that a certain number refaus'd ; But 
how he could imagine that this could ſquare with matter of att , or gain En- 
tertainment with ſerious Men, I know not ; except weatlow the Author to 
be a perſon of unaccountable Raptures , and amidlt his extraordinary Specula - 
tions, to have retired from Realon and Sence, 

However, *tis very diverting. to conlider with what Artifice he do's improve 
this fond Conceit in ſeveral pages of his Pamphlet ; fer although in truth all 
Perſons(the one Diſſenting Gran{-jury-man excepted )who pretend to the Name 
of Non-»ubſcribers , were as Remote from that concern, asa Lapland Prieſt, 
or the King of Bantam; yet the Refletter makes a great noiſe and pudder about 
the Nun-Subſcribers; and having beat his Cuſhioa for Vuluntiers , he ſets up 
a Banner , under which he endeavours to lift all new-comers into that Glorious 
Charatter. 

If by his Vindication of thoſe that refus'd to Subſcribe the Petition , he had 
not meant them that oppos'd , and made an Outcry againſt it , he might have 
ſav* his pains : For mere Refuſers were never Cenſured by us; and to vindi- 
cate thoſe who are not charg'd with any thing , may be thought the part of one 
who hath nothing todo , but would rather make miſchief, than not find him- 
ſelf bulineſs. 

A grandReaon onrAuthor is pleaſed to.al!edge for theRefuſersNon-Subſcrip. 
tion is [ Par. 1g. ] that they muſt become Sureties, uw hen the parties themſelves 
will not come into Bund ; This is a lofty flight of words that are wile cf the 
mark. But indeed, thotgh the Subſcribers were all iatisf.*.| with their own Aﬀ 
and Deed ; Yet it would have bin a great weaknels in any of them, fo 
have Sollicited ſuch as he to ſubſcribe , or become Sureties tor their Dioceſan : 
This had bin Ovem Jupo commitrere ; ſo ſhoull St, Paul have defied or choſen 
Tertulius his malicious Accuſer, to havechang'| his Note, and have pleaded for 
him, or become his Surety ; any one would have concluded he had bin weary, 
both of his Reputation and his Life. 

But truly the RefleQter notwithſtanding his Deep-reach , diſcovers his In- 
trigue: For he begs two queſtions , ſuppoſing 1. That the Subſcribers prop1- 
ſed themſelves the Biſhops Sureties, and 2. '[hat they interceded for a favour 
to the Biſhops , without their giving the Government any Security of theis 
own ; which is a ſtrange iwplication, and is er In the Language,and = 
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defignof our Addre(s : *Tis not to be doubted, but that ſome of the Fathers , 
if they bad thoug ht it necefary , could have produced ſuch a Lift of the No- 
bility, Gentry , Gownmen and Plebeians( Men true to the interefts of the 
preſent Settlement )to have enter d into Bond for them, as would have pall'd 
the rankeſt RefleQer ; But as they never ſignified theic defire, or their need 
of ſuch Compurgators ; ſo their Friends could not judge it a part of their du- 
ty to give ia their Names without Summons ; nor would they have SuÞſcribed, 
unleſs the Terms and the Conditions of the Favour bad bin accepted:With which 
neceſlary performance, if either of the Non-jurors coul4 not have cloſ-d his 
refuſal tog<ther with his other Attions , do as little concern us, as the preſeat 
a:gumert him. | | 

Our Autior enquires , why the Bifhops had not Pctitioned of themſelves ; 
but if it were lawtul for the Biſhops ſo to have done, what dangerous Enor- 
mity could our Addreſs for them te ſuppos'\ to have carry in it ? If the Re- 
fl-&er thinks ic unlawful for them to have P=tit'oned , he his diſcovered his 
good Inclination ; and we may fafcly ſay, Thatas Car had many Mariz:'s, (0 
our Author ſeems to have abundance of Father Perer'; in him : But truly, the 
Advice whish that Jcſuit gave to King F.mes, had ſuch ill effet on our Pre- 
lates in thz late Reign , that I believe, ſome of them who were tken Tower- 


toiich'd for Petitioning, might be loath to be drawn through the River by the 


lame Cat. 

We do not queſtion his Majeſties Clemency and InJulgence to humble Sup- 
plicants ( he Conquers by his Mercy , as well as by his Sword ) but yet it may 
be cbferv'4 , that thoſe Perſons whoſe Conſciences are ſatisfy'd by the fayour 
of the New Indulgence , did not perſonally approach the Royal preſence, or 
the =o of the two Houſes, to offer their Petitions or Arguments on th-ir own 
behalf. 

When our Author ccmes to Refi: on the Subſcribers , he is not (o poſi- 
tive indeed , as tobe a judge of a Grand-jury, and ſo waves thgjir Charatterx, 
by laying, it will not ſcem kind to diftinguifh them by any mark that carry's not 
Reſpett and Friendſhip with ic; Yet he is not over-kind to ſome of them, 
baving Icf: a Mark upon them, which ke knows, is nat plealing, Thus he di- 
Ainguiſheth ; [ Pag.4. ] fome, faith he , of the Subſcribers, are Perſons of 
Worth and Loyalty to the Government, the reſt have a particular Devotion 
for the Church of England ; For what ſerves this Diftinftion, but to-inſinuate, 
that thoſe who have a particular Devotion for the Church -of England, are not 
Perſons of Worth and Loyalty to the Government ? Here his defigns begin to 
appear , which he ftrenuouſly proſecutes , viz. To make all ſuch ſuſpeQed, as 
# they could not be good Subj-as, and bear the World ia Hand ; that Fidelity 
to our National Church , and Loyalty to King WiBiam and Queen Mary, were 
inconſiſtent, 

It may be obſerv'd what Art he do's uſe , to infuſe jealouſie into his Reader, 
when acknowledging there are the Names, headds, it may be the Hands of 
fuch, c. leaving it doubtful, whether thoſe Hands were really there oc no : 
| Pag. 4- ] So that a prejudicd Reader may ſuſpe& ſome ſly ſhuffling in thk 
Calc. But of what principles is the RefleGer, that can inſinuate a Grand*ju- 
ry lies undec. Suſpicion ot forging Hands to a Petition? A Villainy fitter to be 
obj:Ued to the Out-caſts of a Pillory,, than to Perſons of ſome Charatter and 
Repute in their Country. One might be tempted to think, that the Refleer 
had prattis'4 a Modern way cf getting Hands to Petitions, whea Schoolmaſters 
and Miſtreſſcs ſet down the. Names of their Scholars, and Maſters of Famij. 
lys ſubſcrib'd for all under their Roofs, Os The 
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The Paper Signed by :5 , conſifted both of an - Addreſs'of Thanks, and of 
a P:tition for Favour; though we need not (o nicely diſtinguiſh between them, 
fince our Addreſs runs the ſame Fate with our Petition, and cannot obtain with 
our Learned Adverſaries. ; 

For our Examiner ( who after his manner of Volubility, do's often puſh into 
the Rhetorick School ) dC. (pit forth his Gall and Wormwood againft the Form 
and Ceremony we uſed, in paying our gratitude to King Wilizm, for his graci- 
ous promiſes , to D:fend the Eftabliſh's Church. [_ P. 22. ] the manner ot 
thanks,fays he,ia the Grand-juries Addreſs ,ſeems 10 be the very jame words of our 
Ridicuious Alddrefſ-rs , inthe preceding R:igns , when our GlouceRer Gentlemen, 
an.0:g others , brjirged King Chatles and King James , with ebeir rbanks for rte 
Reiterated Aſurances , 10 maintain our Religion by Law Eſtabliſhe ; and they cannor, 
he ſays, ger ridof the Old Rot. 1 have made ſome ſally into the two pat 
Reig3s ; during whichtime, I never ſign an AddreS , to find out what Ad- 
dreflers thoſe were, agair:'/t whom this loud Ocraror Exclaims in general terms : 
And as I peruſed the Papers , which at a diſtance give us ſome light into the 
int:eagues of that Ags ; 1 found out ſome, whom. he places in the ſame Order 
with thoſe Glouceſter Gentlemen ; and they are the Reverend Biſhops, Nottors 
and Clergy-men of London , whoſe Names will be-Famous in Hiſtory, when our 
Examiner and his Book will be mouldred into. Duft. I would entreat the un- 
prejudivy Reader, to Refl:& with me anthe Third Paragraph ofthe Addreſs, 
which that Noble Prelate and his Clergy preſente4 to tne late King at his Ac- 
ce{hon to the Crown , and then let himentertain what kind Opinion he plea- 
{cs of the Examiner : Their words were theſe: 

As the Principles of our Church have raughbt us our Duty to our 
Prince, ſo, we, moſt humbly thank. your Majefiy , for making our See Gaz*tt 
Duty jo eaſy and pleaſant by your gracious Aſſurance, to defend! cur N!. 2008, 
Religion E/t aþliſhy by Law, which u dearer 19 us 1han our Lives ; 
in a deep ſenſe whereof we acknuwledge our ſelves for ever bound, not only in Du- 
ty, but Gratitude no contribute all we can by our Prayers, our Dottrins and Ex- 
ample ro your Maj:ſlies Happy and Proſperous Rr ign, 

This was the Language of one of our moſt Famous Prelates and his Bre- 
thren; this was the Concurring Senſe of many other Biſhops and Addreffors of 
that time; and the like train our Grand-juries Paper du's bear. Iam fure 
none but an intriguing Fattion , and their deluded Profelytes, who Addreft 
Kiog Fames with thanks, for a Declaration that pointed at the ruine both of 
our Church and Government , can pretend to: Condemn'it. But do% the Ex- 
aminer, who arrogates to himſelf the Title of a Clergy-man, dare, in this ſort, 
to affront the Lord Biſhop of London, and his Clergy , becauſe the&y Addreft 
for the Continuance and Support of our Religion? Muft the Grand-jury of 
Glouceſter , be placed Rank and tile with thoſe Holy and Exemplary Men , be- 
fore our Examiners Tribunal; and be together with them Condemn'd by 
this upſtart Judge , to-his own Diſtemper of the Rot, and to the Charatter 
of Ridiculous Perſons ? - \I is pitty the great Compron, had not defired the Exami- 
ner to have drawn up the Addreſs , or at leaft to have beg'd his Pardon for the 
Error ; But our Clergy-man is even with him ; and tells the World , that the 
Biſhop is Ridiculous: And 1 hope his Lo.dſhip will not envy us the glory of 
ſuffering in our Reputatio:: with him, 

But our Examiner will not.let us paſs without a farther fling for Ifter he 
had according to his uſual gravity conſidered our thanks to his Majefty , for 
his Reſolution to grant a Pardon to his Subjes ( which. we. nzed not bluſh to 
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'P, 22. "own was another Clauſe in our Addreſs) te ſubjoyns a pretty Oh. 

ſervation : 4 Man, (ſays he) mould naturally infer, that ony Gy 1nd 
Fury found themſelves in need of a good AR of Indempnity, &c. O the bleſſed 
Conſequence ! The Grand Jury Addreft his Majeſty with thanks,for his Royal 
Favour to ſuch as were Ilyable to the Penalties of the Law, ani therefore they 
themſelves needed a Pardon moP, This Raillery was 1 ſuppoſe learnt from 
Celſus,, Fulian,or ſome other profeſt Enemy of the Chriſtian Religion ; and if 
we admit the Argument tov have any force, our Clergy-min may in his Ser- 
mons at the Coftee-Honſe (where I gaeſs he is more Co: verſant than at the 
Church) preſcribe a New Alcoran , inftead of the Bibic, and without doubt 
may, among the Admirers'of Noyclty, gain many Proſclytes ; but by the 
Umpirage of Holy Writ, his ſuppoſition fails-in a great point, Charity be- 
ing there adjudg'd to be the infallible Badge of Innocency, Ant as no love 
could parallel that of our Saviour, and of the Holy Srepi:n ; fo did they 
(without partial Reſervation) intercede with God for a gene-al Mercy as to 
their Murtherers, ſo to the whole World : Anq will our Examiner affirm, 
that they themſelves ſtood in need of a Pardon moſt ? It is no wonder he 
throws his InveRives upon the Gentlemen of a Grand Jury, fince by the 
Conſequence. of his preſumptious Hypotheſis, he ſpares not eyvea the Ho- 
ly Jeſus, nor his Renowned Proto-Maityr. 

T muſt Pith the Examiners leave re:o:t the Argument upon his own head; 
for by his way of Reaſoning, we may conclude, That becaufe he has( to all 
appearance) been ſo violent an Oppoſer of a general Pardon, that therefore 
he himſelf was furniſh'd before. and wanted none: He hath indeed ahun- 
dantly diſcover'd his blind fide. But altho a-good Att of InJempnity hath 
laid a Plaifier on his Eye, and (ear*'d up his old Wounds ; yet I doubt whether 
any Gentleman of the Inſurance-Office will be ſo fond of his Acquaintance,or 
ſo ſecure of his good behaviour for the future, as to ſtand oblig'd that his 
Sores, if rub'd, will not break out afreſh, 

Notwithſtanding the wild Caprice of onr looſe Examiner, T hope no Per- 
ſon of tolerab!e Nature will blame us, for our hearty acknowtedgment of 
the Royal goodneſs, in maintaining our Religion, or condeian onr Zeal, 
either for Addreſſing with Thanks for the Kings indulgence to ſome of our 
Fellow Subj-&s, or for Ent:eating him, if he. thought it agreeable to his 
Service (which was the ſole drifc, 'as well as the-very Letter of onr Petition) 

to diſpenſe his Clemency to a few others: ' And truly, tho it may now ſeem 


too late, to enter far into the Merit ot the' Petition, with reſpeFt to' the Per- . 


ſons, and the cauſe for which we interceded ; yet for the neceſſary Vindica- 
'tion of thoſe who ſubſcribed it, T think it expedient to offer the following 
Conſiderations; And therefore , 

1, In the Firſt Place, I obſerve that a Grand Jury (who repreſent the Bo- 
dy of a County) may be ſuppos'd to have a Right to Petition, for matters of 
an higher aad more publick concern, than many other private Perſ-ns': Nor 
doth it Refle& upon us, that but few other Grand Juries have Petition'd af- 
ter our ſort ; or that the Addrefies of ſome former Grand Juries have been 
very enormous; for a Priviledg is not loſt by the non-uſage, or by the con- 
trary or perverſe Uſage of him, or them, who cannot renounce the Privi- 

ledge. The RefleQer indeed has theſe Words; Some of us (ſays he) 

P, 4. do queſtion the L-gality of Petitioning ; But whether he himſelt be a 
Conformiſt or Diſſenter in the point, he leaves us to gueſs ; and fo do 

we the diſpute of it among them. The Subſcribers were agrecd it was Legal, 
and 
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and not inconſiſtent with their Loyalty; of which the ſame Author grants 
they had the Opinion of able Lawyers: But put the Caſe we exceeded the 
juft bounds of our Duty, I am ſure we meant honeftly ; and tho' a good 
intent of the Will ſecures us not from being guilty of Miftakes in our Jidg- 
menf, which may alſo betray us into praftical Errors, ſuch perhaps as will 
not only expoſe a man to the rafh RefleQions of his Adverſaries, but juftly 
tempt the beft Men tocenſure and admoniſh him; yet doth it exempt us 
from the double Iniquity of A— ill, which the Examiner (whoſe reaſon 
evaporates into mere Rant and Sophiftry) would perſwade the World was our 
great deſign. 

2. Szcondly, As we may Note a difference between a diſpenſation in favor 
of ſuch who werealready Biſhops, and the preferring others (of a more in- 
ferior Charatter) to the ſame Dignity; ſo 1 jadge it necefſary to obſerve,that 
we did not preſume to Petition for the advance of any one to the Epiſcopal 
Charge, who ſcrupked the Oaths ; for this would have been a moſt abſurd 
Motion : But the Reaſon which prevaiPd with our Grand Jury to Addreſs, 
proceeded as from a ſincere reſpett to their late Dioceſan, and ſome others (of 
whoſe Probity, Innocence and Noble Confefhen, they had not been the careleſs 
$peRators) ſo from an hu:nhble Enquiry, whether for ſome Conſiderations (not 
repugrant however, to the Service due to his Maj-fty) no favour might have 
heen extended to ſome few Non-Swearers, who had been already ſetled in the 
Cathedral Chair. (This Queſtion the Refleer endeavoured to evade, by conſi- 
dering our Addreſs for thz Biſhops, with Reſpe to their being wholy depriv'd, 
whenas we Petitioned during their Suſpenſion, at leaft before their Succefſors 
were Nominated, or admitted into their places; ſo that there was a poſſibility 
of their being reftored) This 1 ſay was a queſtion then; but his Majefty, and 
the Law have now decided it ; and therefore we jaftly ſubmit to the Deter- 
mination which K. liam has made, who is by Nature as uncapable to defign 
wrong, as he is in Honour averſe to att it. 

3. In the next place, it is not to be ſuppoſed, we ſhould have ſo far for- 
got the Regard that was due from us to the Authority of the Legiſſators, as 
to have judged, that the Statute which enjoyns the Oaths, ought not to have 
a gencral Obligation; for we could not have had the pretence to obtain the 
benefit of our Petition, but by a New A of Parliament, and conſequently, 
by owning the Obligation of the Statute in force ; ſo that I conceive it has 
been very abſurdly obje&ed to us, That our Petition was level'd againſt King, 
Lords and Commons ; for our Adverſary takes things for granted, which are 
not true in point of Fat : Our Petition being not for the aboliſhing or eva- 
cuating an Old Law, but for a mitigation of it, with Relation to the Biſhops , 
by a new Statute : Beſides, the ſevere words of the Examiner ſeem to infinu- 
ate, as tho we diſputed the Authority of his Majeſty, and of the States of 
the Realm ; But I hope no moderate man will ſo far enceurage the Lewd- 
neſs of his Fancy, astodraw ſucha fundamental Treachery out of our Peti- 
tion ; for we were not inſenſible of the reſpe& that was due to the King and 
his Parliament, to the _—— of the one. and to the Rights of the other ;- 
but rather from thoſe Conſiderations we were the more ſecure in our defign, 
fince we neither addreft with thanks for a Pardon, which we thought they 
could not grant, nor Petitioned for a favour they could not diſpenſe. 

4. Fourthly, Had his MajeRy, or the Parliament refuſed to have allowed 
our Petition, this would not neceffarily have noted us of Arrogance, or put 


a Slur upon the Petitioners ; For as their admitting our Requeſt, would have 
been 
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been an Exerciſe of their Authority,fo the refuſing it, would havs been a Declara- 
tion of the ſame power: And tho the Government (if our Petition had been ac- 
cepted) might have been ſaid, £0 have taken into their conſideration the hum- 
ble deſires of a-Grand Jury ; 1yet-by their refuſal, they couli not properly be 
ſaid to diffent from us, or; we from them ; for we muſt be ſuppos'd as to be 
conciuded, ſo to be ſatisfy'd with-their ConduQ, and not to Examine the My- 
ftery of theic Refuſal. 

5. Hence it follows,that our Addreſs was a Petition for favour,and rot a claim 
of a Poſitive Right;for ſuch a demand would rather have been a Remonſrance, 
Chan an humble Petition ; bvt we were well fatisf,'d, that if our Requeſt 
had not been allowed, we fhou!d have had no wrong done fo us by the Go- 
vernment ; tho this cannot however excuſe thoſe buſtie Gentlemen , who 
thought it their Duty and Intereſt, to ftifl2 and prevent our Application to 

the Prince., 1 confeſs we, fell ſhort in one Circumſtance of ouc 
R:f.p.5. Duty ; for we never underftood till one of our Authors gave us 

notice of it, that he afſumes to himſelf the Office of handing 
Peticions;and therefore h2 hath Reaſon not only to hold his hands,as he is pleas'd 
to expreſs it, but alſv to ftorm that we did not cringe and give him our knee, 
and entreat him after an humble fort to undertake the Patronage ani Ma- 
nagement « f our Addreſs. | 9”: 

6. Laſtly, When our Adverſaries have ſpoken their parts, as wilt be 6b- 
ſerv'd by all ſenfivle Men. their Arguments againſt our Addreſs, whatever 
they are pleaſed to make them infer, do not of their own Nature prove it un- 
lawful, but ſrem rather to accuſe it as irftonvenient 3 and whether it was ſo 
or no, his Majeſty tor whoſe Conlideration it was intended, and who alone in 
proper ſpeaking, could grant or avoid it, muſt be preſumed to have heen the 
ſole Judge todetermine ;' ſo that we are not accountable toany of them, in 
a Concern that is Foreign to their Cognizance,tho otherwiſe we are content to 
gratifie their Ambition of thei: being thought Gran! Courtiers and Politicians, 
and allow them a pretence to the State and M3jzRy of the Lyons, which 
guarded King Solomons Throne, | 

Having Premisd theſe f2w plain Notes; which I have not ſet down to en- 
hance the reckonirg of diſpute , but rather to alleviate the dreadful Charge, 
to which we have been Sentenc'd by ſome mens Charity; I proceed to the 
conlileration of the other Obje&ions, that lye ſcatter'd in our Authors a- 
g2inft our Addreſs, And truly, who would not deride thit Cavil of the Ex- 

aminer whereby we-are informd, that in our Petition for the 

P. 22. Biſhops ve ſtumbled ynhappily! upon. the Word i The Piſhips ſerve 
ing their Majeſties in their. ſeveral Provinces | and that it ſhould ra- 

ther have heen ſerving God Almighty? Indeed this is a gron-l Exception wor- 
thy our Clergy-man, who in a ſudden heat, was ſo intent upon the Spiritua- 
lities, that he forgot what a more Carnal Officer of the Church-Militant has 
laid down in Oppoſition to him: For the Refletter afſures us, | hat 

P.7, Their Majzſties Service is as much the neceſſary Employ of Biſhops, as 
of other Peers.. -1] could enlarge on this Head;and tel) the Examiner, 

That the Service of the Prince in matters-juft and . agreeable , is a Service of 
God : But I perceive our Clergy-man has ſuch Correſpondence at Rome (( for 
he hath given us many occaſions to think him no great Enemy of that Court 
that I believe he would be content, that neither our Lords-Primates, nor any 
other of our Engliſh Biſhops, ſhould be the Servants either of God we? the 
The! wg 
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King in this Nation , but that we ſhould be govern'd by another High-pricit, 
who Stiles himſelf the Servant of the Servants of the Lord. 

Nor ain I on this account chargeable with uncharitablene(s, fince our Criti- 
cal Author gives us the Notion of a Biſhops mediate and immediate Service, 
A pleaſant need-not formerly laid down by an Old Feſute, to exempt. the Cler- 
gy from th=- Service of Temporal Princes! But the Famous Biſhop Andrews , 
Abherring the evalive juggle, afficm'd,that chis DiſtinQion will be of 1 teat 
at the Day of Judgment. Ard truly 'tis a Comfort our Examiner will not be 
our Judge. If he be an Accuſer , he may there find a Companion, to whom th- 
Scriptures have given that very Significant Title , expreſſing both his Character 
and his Office. 

Buc in the ſame Period, our Examiner grows ſerious , and farours us wit: 
a Learned Reading in Philology, giving us co undertiand. that 
the word Provinces, is not to the purpole; but that it ſhould P. 24. 
have bin in the ſingular Number, to mean the Province of Can- 
rerbary, then Vacant, Very gravely obſerv'd! And yer this isalſo a meer ftrif- 
of words: For Dr. Cowel can tell him, that the word Province, is uſed divers 
times in our Statutes , not ouly for the Circuit cf an Arch-biſhops Juriſdidion, 
but alſo for ſeveral parts of the Realm z However it is not very material, if for 
peace ſake , I allow our Author tobea Man of parts, tho there was not a very 
great neceſſity of ſhewing his Reading in this Caſe: For niany of his Friends , 
who think ajl Presbyters to be Biſhops, are of Opinion, that the word [ Pro- 
vinces ] in the Plural Number , was very Expreflive , there having bin ſome 
Non-ſwearing Minifters in both Arch-biſhopricks; and we are the more incli- 
nable to offer this Salvo on this occaſion , ſince the Province of 7-rb is con- 
terminous with Scocland4, where every Church has a Biſhop, and every Fami - 
ly a Laird Spiritual. *'Tisa Delightful Conſideration , that the Induftry and 
Concurrence both of our Deprived and Conforming - Biſhops , Defeated the In- 
triegues of Father F[/z, and his Three Aﬀociates, who made but Four Dioceſles, 
and One Province of our whole Nation. O may the great God unite them a- 
gain, to the Confuſion of the Enemies of our Church '! 

The Refletter,u hoſe good will is not to be purchas'd at any cheaper rate,than 
by making him our Confeflor, is much concern'd to know who 
ſprang the Deſign of our Addreſs ; and by whoſe Councel and P.4. 
Encouragement, it was ſet on Foot, {&c, Here our Author 
finds a Bughbear , as if ſome Trap were laid for Refuſers to Subſcribe, ® 
Mighty jzalouſite, which ſowers every thing ! Some fancy Suſpicion to be an 
Argument of Wiſdom , as if people could not diſcover their Brains , but by 
ſhewing their Teeth. But truly, the Spring from whence it came , to uſe his 
own Metaphor, was the Reſpett ſome Perſons ( I need not tell of what quali- 
ty ) had for the Suſpended Fathers. And as the Gentlemen of the Grand-jury, 
had no other Prompter but their own Experience , to ſatisfie them of the for- 
mer Innocence , Piety and Conftancy of the Biſhops ; ſo they had no other in- 
ducement, but Charitable Inclination, and guod Will to Petition tor them , It 
this be not agreeable to that Policy , which ſome account Modiſh , ict may not 
however be repugnant to Chriftian Charity , and in this thought we take com- 
fort, tho we cannot pacifie the ſevere Reflections of others. 

"Then,as if he had ſume good meaning for them, he doubts what Succeſs 
it might have had, whether it might not be to them rather tor the worle T'.5,0. 
than the hetterghecauſe upon their Reſtoration, there would have bin a continual 
Watch and Jealnufie, worſe than can be row. Alas!What courtelic 15 there incruftett

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they had bin reftor'd. But the Subſcribers intended Honeſtly, the good of the 
Reverend Fathers;andifany of them would not have thought well of the Favour, 
they might not be compelled to accept it , but be leſt tothe choice of their for- 
mer privacy : And tho Hypocrifie and Guilt, make Men Jealous and Fearful , 
yet Innocency and Uprightneſs ,” fear not che moſt watchfui and the moſt jealous 
SPiCs. 
But of al! Men , give me the Examiner for a Perſon the moſt

Afﬀront to them , We having Petitioned for their Pardon, wao 
he fays wanted none. This indeed is a ftrange and unexpetted impeachment ; 
and how can the poor Subſcribers avoid the Stroke of the Allegation ? It ſeems 
tor once , that we muſt ſo far pay a Reſpect to the Normans Conqueſt , as to 
Conſult what the Authors , who are ſuppos'd to underſtand the Senſe of thole 
words, which we derive from that People, ſpeak in this Caſe ; They tell uz, that 
a Pardon do's not only tigniftie Yeniam, but that it alſo denotes favorem Grati# 
tacu (5 Benevolenies gratuirum : And therefore if we conſider it in this Latitude, 
the Examiner, or any ſuch like Friends of the Biſhops , have little reaſon to im- 
reach us , as tho we had affronted them : For the Biſhops Refuſal or Omiſſhon 
to Swear, had rendei'd them $ubj=t to a certain pezs damai,and to manyLegal in- 
capacities, which can pever be taken off, but by a Capacitating Law ; and even 
ſucha Favour , is no leſs than an eſpecial Grace , that Remits the Om iſhon of 
what was otherwiſe very neceſſary to bedone. And yet if we take the word 
Pardon, in our Examiners narrow Senſe, and at the ſame time conlider the words 
of the Petition, as they were Abbreviated in the Apology to which his Ob- 
xCtion refers , the Cavil willappear to carry with it the true Spirit of the Au- 
thor : For after we had returned our thanks to his Majeſty, fac his Reſolution 
ro your toall his Subjz&s (except ſuch as in his Princely Wiſdom , he ſhould 
Diftinguiſh from the reft ) his Gracious Pardon ; The Apology informs , thac 
we deſired the like Favour to our Biſhops, particularly our Dioceſan , (5c. By 
which words 'tis plain , we Petitioned fpr a Fayour , not the ſame, but like to 
ehat of a Pardon ; like in reſpett of the Fonntain, from whence it muft be de- 
riv'd, which is the Kings Indulgence ; like in reſpe{t of the Conveyance, it be- 
ing to be perform'd in Parliament ; and like in reſpe& of the End, which point- 
ed to the Service due to his Majeſty. A Novice in the Schools can tell us, that 
every like, is not the ſame. And ſeveral who have peruſed a Copy of the Oci- 
ginal Addreſs can teftifie,that we Petitipned fora Favour in the General Term, 
and only thank*c his Majefty for a Pardon. 

I confeſs I took up ſome few Pages tg prove , that the Kings of England, are 
the Fountains of al] Atts of Grace; butas I there endeavour'd to Defeat the 
ſorry Arguments which were proclaim'd in the Ears of the Unthinking People, 
to the prejudice of the Title of our Addreſs; ſo can no perſon take occaſion 
trom that Diſcourſe, to conclude there are no other Atts of Grace , than that 
of a Pardon ; for we ſhould then confound the Genus, and the Species ; and the 
Examiner who pretends to the Higheſt Pertch of Zegick , would ſoon tumble 
cown Porphyry'; Tree , and 'tis pitty to let our pert Clergy-Man periſh, betore 
his time. 

I need not in this place, offer any thing to ſatisfis the 

P, 11» Refleters wonder,why the Petition was not directed to the Par- 
liament;it was not out of Diſreſpect to them,or their Authority : 

But whereas our Paper carryed in it our Addreſs of thanks to King William, for 
hisdraught of Pardon ſent down ta the Lords Houſe ; ſv it was not irregular to 
reſpett the ſame Fountain of Grace and Favour in our Petition for the kiſhops; 
nor can we think the Parliament would have bio averſe toany thing which his 
Majefty might firſt eſpouſe and recommend to their Conſideration. The 
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The Examiner was not infenfible of this , and therefore in his uſual Larle/qu2 
train he tefls us,tbat 1 ſpent great part of thePamphlet in vindicating theGrand- 
j iries making their Addreſs tothe King, and not to the King and Parliament ; 
and that its not worth the pains to confider, whether they ſhould have Addreit 
ro the King, or tothe Parliament, or to both, £&c, 1f our furious Examiner will 
not run till he is out of Breath , 1 deſire him to ſtop a while, and obſerve, that 
if it was folly in us to Addreſs, it was no great Wiſdem in ſome of King Wil- 
lirms pretended Friends , to give out that the noted fault in our Petition, con- 
ſifted in its being Dedicated to King Wi/liam, and not to the Parliament ; and 
that it was unſeaſonable to provoke the Prerogative to further Advances, when it 
had already ( ſuch forſooth was their grave Judgment in the Law ) proceeded 
too far by the draught of a general Pardon , (ent to the Lords Houſe. If 1 re- 
fletted on theſe perſons Treachery in the late Reign, with reipe& to their 
fulſom Addreſſes againft our Laws and Religion , in Compliance with an Arbi- 
trary Unlimited Power, inconſiſtent with both; Tam not much to blams, eſpe- 
ctafly fince they now pretend fo be therefore better Subjefs than their Neigh- 
bours; hecauſe they ftint the Authority Imperial , which by our Fundamental 
Laws , is lodg? in the King, and Exclaim in the Language or Decree of Na- 
ture to the Ocean , Hitherto O proud Prerogative , ſhalt thou go and no far- 
ther. 

The Refleder ſeems to be aftoniſhed . that the Petitioners ſhould pretend to 
take to rhemſelves the Title of hisMajeflies moſtLoyalSubje&s. 

To ſatistieour Authors Curioſity, 1 obſerve, that Honeft Men, 7". 12. 
uſually meaſure their Duty with due proportion to the Object; 

and therefore ſince King Wilram'is the moſt High , the moft Serene, and his 
moſt Excellent Majefty ; it was requiſtte that a Grand jury ( who by their 
Office are immediately employed in the Aﬀairs of the Crown ) ſhould tefti- 
he their ſubmiſſions to the — » with the moſt Humble , and the moſt 
ſenſivle Regard. And truly, no Perſons ought to be Scandaliz's at the Expreſſi- 
on , as if we would Exclude othzr Men from a juſt claim to the ſame Character, 
fince in the Engliſh Tongue , a Superlative do's not always imp!y Compariſons 
more than the Pofitive Degree ; for tho the Examiner be moft Learn'd, itdo's 
not follow,;but that the Reflecter may/without injury to Grammar )be as learn' 
as he or any other Pamphleteer in the Town. 

The Refizcter might eſteem me unkind to his Memory, if I ſhould not re- 
cite is Elegant Right, by which he ſeems to recommend himſelf to us, as the

our Preatiing and Prayers Brve bin , anil are before we were called ro Faſting. an1 
Prayers , an4 bow we have endeauonred with all our Might, ro attain the Ends of 
fh-m, We were nor only for the Price of Otange's coming in, ani trbing the Go- 
V1 mort but for bis being King, We wiſhed that nothing might bindey bim from 
going 19 Ireland , axd4 God bath wnderfully anſwer'd our daily Prayers for Succeſs, 
and's ſafe Return; for which w# rejoyce , and praiſe the Lord of Hoſts, and ſhould 
have ventured our Lives , in dying the &ffce of our Miniſters with our Country-men, 
had there been any ſuch need of their Marching againſt the French an1 Jacobites &c. 
O th= Modefty of the RefleQer and his Brethren ! O the Supercibous: and font 
conceit of our Modern Phariſees ; Here are Praiſes by ſound of Trumpzr, hece 
are long Prayers without Charity , here A” 1s to be ſeen of Ml*n, Here 
2 I» 
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is a fr ict Obſervation of the Law , Excluſive of others of the ſame gm 
A p9or Publican ani Sinning Subſcribzr , muſt not be named the ſame Day 
with them. - We are glad to hear that their Loyalty is fixt upon the ftrong 
Priaciples of Religion and Obedience; the time was ( I ſpeak by the Refletters 
own way of Argument ) when they were of another mind. We have known 
the Aﬀ-Aions of many of them, to the Family of Orange , before their taking 
npon them the Government , when they ſeduCc'd our late Engliſh Abſalom to at- 
fe the Royalty : For as Levi paid Tythes in Abrabam, ſo would our Gracious 
Soveraigns( had that Reb2Nion proſper'd ) have ſuffered in the Perſon of their 
Father, ſuffer'd, 1ſay, in the Natural Senſe of the words; for the Jealouſie of 
Victorious Princes , ſeldom permit.Rivals to eſcape the laſt Extremity.

Rights and Intereſts of their prefent Maj:fties, and the whole Nation to an 
unnatural Bigottry : We have known their Prayers and Preaching ; for theic 
Sermons, Writings and Petitions againſt Popery , may be gathered out of the 
Gazets, in King Fames's Reign. We have known the Sincerity of theſe Cla- 
morous Men , to maintain the Proteſtant Religion , and the Engliſh Liberties, 
with their Lives and Fortunes , when they accepted an Equivalent, which the 
Prince by his Pentionary Fagel, diſcover'd to be Deſtructive of both, We have 
known, at leaft we have heard of theic former Obedience to the Lord of Hofts, 
when the Day was their oun, and the'r Saints Rod in the High Places of the 
Earth ; fur our Judaizing Loyaliſts , enclin'd not to the Divinity , nor to the 
T.anguage of the Goſpel, but were for reviving the Old Law , when the Prieft 
ſounded the Trumpet of War, when the Tabernacle refted in the Camp , and 
when the great Goc, Gracious and Merciful , was pleaſed to be called the Lord 
of Hoſts. In fine , we have known when” this new Brood of Loyalifts came 

intothe Roll ; andas we now rejoyce at their Converſion to Loyalty, ſo we 
wiſh them the Grace of Perſeverance, that they may never back-ſlide or be

The RefleQer and his Friends , were not the av 
lone joytal People ; for all Qualities and Sexes j»yn'd in th= Acclawation of a 
general Triumph : They kift the Hand of the liluftrious Nafſeu , they Adored 
his Shadow , they prayed for his Life, and were perſwaded by the pleaſant Cre. 
dulity of "their charmed Eyes, that every Tree did bear Lawrel for the Head 
of their Deliverer. 

If he means he was for his being King during the great Conventionary Con. 
teft ; Iacknowledge we could not pretend to give our Verditt in that high Con. 
froverſy ; and I mayderand, whether our Repreſentatives did ever conſult oyr 
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State-Caſuift- in ſo nice a Point ? But if he ſays, he was for his being King 
when he was aCtually ſo, he has made a wonderful and a very ſtrong diſco- 
very ; and I would fain know, why he will not ſuffer us to be of the ſame 
mind with bim,or at leaft permit us to,ſubſcribe to the judgment of a more Ve- 
nerable Perſon, who declar'd, that tho he underſtood not how to make a King, 
yet he knew how to obey him. 

I before obſerv'd, that our RefleQer at one daſh of kindneſs ſeparated ſome 
Perſons of our Grand-jary, from the Number of Loyalifts, for no other rea- 
ſon, but becauſe they have a particular Devotion for the Church of Engl:n{: 
And truly, fince he bath at this ſort traduc'd our good Mother, who is jufti. 
ty'd by her Children; he muſt not be diſpleaſed, if 1 pacitie his hot Zeal, by 
diſcovering of what import, and upon what odd principles many mens Loy- 
alty. is built, who are her ſworn Enemies. Indoing this, I cannot be thought 
to at an unjuft part; and if any Perſons are diſpleaſed with it, they muft 
either Renounce thzir fond Principles, or elſe ſubmit to the Refle&ion, with- 
out caſting a Reproach upon us, as though we had miſtepreſented them. 

And therefore, in the firſt place, I demand how a grand Pretence to Loy- 
alty, fixt upon the principle of Religion and Obedience to King William, who 
hath own'd himſelf obliged by Oath ; as alſo by Royal Promiſe to maintain 
the Church of England, in all its Rights, Priviledges and |mmunities, can con- 
iſt with a certain League and Covenant, which ſome perſons have taken , 
and as yet think Obligatory ? What Reply can they reaſonably offer, unleſs 
they tells us tuey have found out the contrivance of doubling the Altar at 
Delos ? The Words of the League, to which they ftand bourd , run thus : 
Viz. That without Reſp:it of Perſons , they will endeavour the extirpation of our 
Church Gevernment by Bijhops, Nc. And that they aill not give themſeives to &« 
deteſtaktle Indifſerency, or Nuutrall:y in this Cauſe, bus al the days of their Lives, 
Zealouſly and Conflamily cominue thereta againſt a1l Oppoſition, and promote it ac- 
cording to their Power, againit all Letts and Impediments whatloever ; All which 
they will do as in the Sight of Ged. 

Here is a late Oath to a King, and yet an Old Covenant againft him too, 
for being a Lett an.] Impediment to their reſolvd deſign. Here is a ſworn 
Fidelity to a Church of + »g1:znd-Pcince, with a Salvo of Canonical Obedience 
to the League they enter'd inco againſt the ſame Church. 1f they are true: 
to the firſt Obligation , they are falſe tothe latter ; they cannot 1 ſuppoſe pre- 
tend to be true to both, unleſs they carry a double heart, and tne Face of 
Fanuzs. For to be fincere both to King william, who is led by Chriftian Mo- 
deration, and alſo torhe Old Covenant, which in4:ſpenſably obliges to avo d 
all Terms of Moderation; is a fancy altogether as new and ſtrange as that , 
which poſſeſt a grand Caſuilt- of our times, who declai'd that his AvVegiance to 
King Fam?s, was not ſuperſeded by his Oath to King Wiliiim (indeed this is 
an Age of Paradoxes, and ſecular intereſt is the great Lord of Hoſts and King 
Paramount) I would not be thought to exalpcrate, or to obſtruct the bleffe.! 
deſfign'of an Union among Proteſtants, for which all good Chriftians ought 
inceſſantly to pray ; but I may realuoably obſerve, that as no exatt Loyalty, 
ſo no true Union can be exp:ted, if mea are govern'd by an irreconcilabl= 
Prejudice. | 

Nor is the Loyalty of ſume others, 1 mean thoſe Republican Zealots,who 
at preſent j)yn in the ſeparation from the Church for which we have a Devo- 
tion, and who formerly ſupplanted th2 Covenante1s 1in their Authority to be 
efleem'd, as the Natural reſult of a lincere Principle. What Repentance have 
they declar'd for their old Iniquities ? 1 heir Words might then obtain ſome 
Credit with the World ;: What new Atchizrvements of Loyalty have they to, 
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Produce ? Thei: Alions would then ſpeak highly in their favor : Some ef chem 
are I confeſs therefore quiet, becauſe they are at their Eaſe, becauſe they Ca- 
rouze and Drink at the Fountain of Mercy,becau'e they Revel at the Banquet 
of our great Abeſuerus; and yet they will ſcarce permit others to feed on the 
Crumbs that fall from his Table. God forbid T ſhould envy the bonnty of eur 
Royal Maſter, to thoſe who came into his Service, or rathzr ProteQion at 
the Eleventh h-ur. "However, it ſeems unreaſonable that they who did not 
bear any part of the Burthen, or heat of che day, but are enter'd into 
the Harveſt of other mens Labonrs, ſhould ſo highly pretend as to Monopo- 
1:ze all Merit to themſelves, as though they had purchas'd the claim with the 
ſweat of their Broxs, and the hazard of their Lives, In ſhort,as theſe woul. 
be Patriots (1 mean thoſe who uſually flatter themſelves with a recital of 
their Performances) were far from being the happy Inftruments of our deli- 
verance from the Advance it gaird in Weſtminftey- 2111, at the brave Confeſ- 
ſion of our Biſhops, to the glorions Conſumration it there received at the 
Inftallment of their Majefties, and compos'd not the Body of the Nobilicy , 
Gentry and Clergy who mtroduc'd it, but by their Treacherous- practices 
did rather obftrutt and oppoſe it : So all that can he offer'd by their bet 
Friends in favour of their preſent Carriage is, that they have not yer accord- 
ing to the former Vote cf their Scarlet-Saints (nor God be thanked is it in 
their Power) Seizd, Impriſoned, Arraigned, Condemned and Beheaded the 
whole Race of the Stuarts. And indeed their boaſted. Loyalty to Crow rr. 
Heads, may fitly be: compared toithe Courtefie of th: Raparees ; who, that [ 
may ule. Cicer,*s words, are ſaid tobe kind, and ro groc a man bis Lifr, when 
they don't Murther bim. 

Of this ftrong principle, old Mr, C apel formerly gave the world a notable 
Specimen; for when a Gentleman inform'd that godly Preacher, that the 
Saints who then governed at Court, were much enclin'd to the Opinion of 
the Fifth Monarchy, and preſum'd that in their days, Chrift would commence 
his Temporal Reign on Earth; he anſwer'd, let n»t Chrift then adventure in- 
to Whitehall , left they cut off his Head, as they have already done his 
Vicegerent's. But the Tragedy of the Royal Martyr, is by them nowquite 
hiſt off the Stage as an old VVives Fable , and muſt not be ſo much as 
named, unleſs it he to juttifie and to ridicule it. For though a ſubſcribing 
Grand-ja:y-man be an unpardonable Sinner; even Murther, Rapin:, 
Treaſon and Sacriledge are adjudged to-be but Venial Crimes in many of the 
Party ; Nay, ſometimes Meritorious Atchievements when perpetrated for the 
Honour and Service of their Moloch the good old cauſe : At moſt they make 
but a nine days VVonder in the opinion of thoſe Jeſuited people, who are 
forward and (cvere incenſuring the Faults and Frailties of other men, bur 
cannot enqure to be told their own ; and like the lew'4 VVoman in the Pro- 
verbs, enhaunce their guilt by a Profeſſion of their honefty. 

I have with great reluctance been led from a Subject of Peace and good 
VVill (foe ſuch was vur Petition) to conſider the Crimes of any Perſons, and 
with as little delight have I Reflected on the Iniquity of former times ; but 
I may be excus..l, if beſides the provocations-of the :+flecter, and others of 
his Brethren which gave the occaſion to a Diſcouric of ftlis Nature, we 
conſider wich what induſtry and cunning the ſame Spirit does endeavour to 
act its partin our Age: And therefore no Perſon has j1ft cauſe to cenſure 
me, as bearing no due reſpe@ to the Act of Oblivion in King Charl-s the Se- 
conds Reign. 1 do not doubt after the Jews return from Bzbylon, their City 
and Temple being rebuilt, and the true VVorſhip reinſtated among chem; but 
that God in Metcy gave them a Plenary Act of Oblivian, and fulfilled the 
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words of the Prophet in varating the Old Proverb, Of rhe Fathers Eating 
ſower Grapes, and the Childrens Teeth being ſet on Edge ; And yet notwithftand- 
ing that Act of Grace, which far exceeded the general Amnefty granted by 
King Charles to the Enemies of his Family ; Our Saviour doth not think it 
inconfiftent with Juftice, to charge the Fews of his time with the Murther of 
ail the Pcophetical Martyrs from Abel to Zachariah, VVhatdid thoſe V Vords 
import, but that the F-ws were guided by the Spirit of Cats that {lew his Bro« 
ther, and of their own Forefathers that deftroyed their Prophets ? By this 
inftance it isevident, that an Evil Principle is not to be ſhe!tered under any 
Protection ; And an Act of Oblivion ſeems in a great past deſigned, as for 
the Encouragement of Penitents by a Solemn diſplay of Mercy ; ſo to prevent 
ſome grand Enormities from being diſcourſed of, leſt the corrupt Nature of 
man be inteed with the Leprofie and Itch , with defire after Evils which 
long diſuſe might render not ſo very prafticable. VVould to God we had no 
ſuch Infe&ion in our Age ; and 1 wiſh that Men of knowledg were not infetted, 
at leaft that they who pretend to Loyalty were none of the Party, But ala(s' 
there are too many, who ſeem willing to Copy the Deformity of the laft 
Age, which ſaw our State reduc'd to Anarchy and Confution by a prevailing 
Faction ; and how can the vulgar eftape the Net,when they are drawn into Sed:- 
tion by thoſewho would be efteemed the Friends of the Government, or would 
urchaſe that Name at any Rate? VVe have heard much Diſcourſe of the 
Loyalty of one of King Willizm's pretended humble Servants, who was pleaſed 
ig Print to admoniſh his Majfty of ſeveral Miſcarriages. He told him plain- 
ly, that the Aﬀairs of State were like a bewitcht Cart, which being at firſt 
ealily drawn, on a ſudden became immoveable : That the Form of the order 
(which was no other than for a day of Thankſgiving to Almighty God, for 
having made the Prince of 0r2»ge the glorious Inſtrument of our great Deli- 
verance from Pgpery and Arbitrary Power) bad little of the Majefty of God 
concern'd in it; but was: of dangerous conlequence, and an indication of an 
unbappy temper, prevalent in the Aﬀembly, VVhat could a rank F:cobire have 
ſaid worſe ? And what Language could better gratihe the deſigns of the French 
Louis ? But he takes the moſt ſenſible offenſe and indignation,that the Parlia- 
ment ſhould find King Fam-s's departure an Abdication, and contrary to the 
concurrent Votes of thoſe «1» have ſubmitted to the Government not out ot 
private Intereſt and Revenge, but for Conſcience ſake ſeems willing to keep 
open that breach as a reſerve, ——_— for him and his party on Future E- 
mergencies ; and therefore. ſays, it ſhould have been declar') a Flight of a Cri- 
minal from Juftice. O Loyalty fixt upon a ftrony Principle ! 1t ſeems ſome 
men wete not unprovided of anather Conſecratea Axe, aid a block tor the 
Service of their cauſe. They formerly beftow' the Preſent upon the Grand. 
father; they threatned the Father whom they had (o lately Carefled, with 
a Taft of the like courteſie ; no doubt but the Son will beware of theTrea- 
cherous Kifſes of ſuch Ful:s Loyalifts. 
V Vhat ſhall I ſay of the Cloud of other Loyalifts, who d:zrken our Hemi- 
ſphere, and Uſurp upon the Age? Their VVritings publiſh the In'quity of 
their Minds : and it has been reaſonably demanded by an honeſt Perſon.u hat 


' Duty or Service can it be to their Majefties to tell the People rwice or three 


times a VVeek trom the Prefs, I hat Sovereign Princes are -on-their good Bela- 
viour ? If the King pleaſes them, their Loyalty is then uſually fixt (as they 
wou!d have us Felieve) upon the ftrong Principles of Religion and Obedi- 
ence ; But if His Majeſty .denies them any thing , or c.olfes their Humour 
(even tho ke gratifies the honeft, and the moſt contiderable part of kis Sub- 
jets) Then no longer Pipe, no longer Dance; Then they change their Note : 
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*to your Tents, O! Jſrael, is the Text, Kings are the Nations Truſtees, and 


muſt give an account of their Truft ; then the Prince has not kept his Com- 
patt , and his SubjeQs are not bound to keep their part of the Compact , but 
may bring him tv the Stool of Juftice. Behold the ſtrong Pt inciples of the Reli- 
gion, and Obedience of our Modern Loyalifts . or (to uſe the RefleQgers own 
Expreſſion ) We have known how late many cf them came into the Roll. Quit 
alterum incu/at probri, ipſum ſe imueri oportet, Rather than joyn our Names with 
ſuch Loyaliſts, we will bear the Reproach, of having a particular Devotion for 
the Church of England , whoſe Halcyon Wings have never yet bin dipt in 
Blood ; and who tho fhe governs her Children with the Authority of a grave 
Matron , yet ſhe till preſerves the Purity and the Innocence of a Virgin. 
The Refletter tells us, that an Unanimous Conjunttion of all degrees of Men , 
would more diſhearten our publick Enemies, than a formida- 
P. 13; ble Army : This we grant : Our Pubvlick Enemies are Fran-c 
and Rowe ; why therefore hath it ſtill bin the praQtice of FaQti- 
ous Spirits , to ſerve the intereſts of both , by ridiculing thoſe who have a par- 
ticular Devotion for that Church, which is the great Enzmy and Oppoſer of 
Popery ? 

Beſides, if the Refleer would ſuggeſt, that our Petition did hearten the 
Enemies of the Government , he do's us wrong; for how could any of the Bi- 
ſhops have enjoy'd the benefit of the King's Grace, without entertaining it as 
ſuch? And the Acceptance of the Favour , as it would have imply'd their Sub- 
miſſions to the preſent Powers,in a very material Caſe; ſs would Fr.nmce and Rome 
and /raly, and all the Enemies of our Eftabliſhment , have reapt no Advantage 
by the bargain. . 

When the Reflefter comes to conſider the Perſons and Matter for which we 

Petitioned , he Obvjetts, That the deprived Biſhops had ob- 

P. 6. ſtructed the publick Service and Compliance of others, by their 

Example : And the Examiner ſays , that they had thrown Dict 

.upan our Dcliverance. But to this I Anſwer . that the Subſcribers knew no- 

thing of it, and they did ſufficiently ſignifie their own per- 

P. 5. ſwafion : Nor are they accountable for any ſubſequent Crimes 

or Failings of the Non-ſwearers, pretending as little to Di- 

vine, as our Clergy-man 3 who tho he is apt to forget himſelt , did fo far Mi- 

tigate his Cenſures, as to confeſs, that he was obliged in good 

P. 17. Manners, to think that thoſe Reverend Perſ»ns, had ſome 

duubts which forbad them to take the Oaths ; and that tho 

uncharitable People were inclinable enough ot themſelves, to put an harſh 

Interpretation upon their Carriage, yet thoſe who had a juft 

P.13- »meaſure of Charity for the Biſhops, were willing to think ( I 

T.14% — am ſure we ſhould not otherwiſe havePetitioned)that thoſeRe- 

verend Perſons , did heartily rejoyce at the late Revolution, as 

carrying withit, the Happineſs and Proſperity of the Proteſtant Religion , 
which otherwiſe woul1 have bin at the bottom of Miſery. 

But what do's the Refleler mean , by telling the Subſcribers, that the depri- 
ved Biſhops had obſtrufted the Publick Service and Compliance of others, by 
their Example ? 1f we contier this Reflz@ion with reſpett to the Clergy , I 
may tell him, that never were Clergy more unanimous, in ſubſcribing to ſo great 
a Revolution: Nor have there bin wanting among the Deprived Fathers, who 
when the Inferior Clergy apply'd themſelves for Counſel to dire(t their Con- 
dudt , adviſed them by all means, to Conform to ths Government, in due 
Form and Ceremony, it they cou!d in Conſcience do it: And whena certain 
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ethers with the Fire of his Leproſie, had for meer worldly Intereſt comply 
ed, and declar\ that he was furniſh'c with an hidden reſerve of ſtrong Ale, 
on, purpoſe toconvey down the Oath more glibly ; his Dioceſan (one of the 
Suſpended Biſhops) was highly diſguftedat the Aﬀront put on the Government 
by ſuch Brutiſh Infolence, And as at the time of our Petitioning, as I have al- 
ready obſerv', we knew nothing of any publick Service obſtrutted by the Ex- 
ample of the Biſhops; ſo we think the Service of thoſe Men to be of littl- 
account who are led by meer Example without examining the Cauſe, Anti 
as the paucity of the Non-S:yearers, as one of our Authors obſeri', render' 
their Party inconfiderable; ſo the very few for whom we Petitioned, may 
fatisfie all honzeft Men, that we thought not every Non-Swearer confiderahle 
enough or worthy a Priviledge, and ſo by Conſequence we cannot be preſume 
ta have Petitioned for Non-ſwearers meerly as ſuch ; and there- 

fore I think I have no Reaſon to obſerve the RefleQors Quzre, 7.3, &-. 
why we did not Petition for all tit Non-Swearing Clergy and 

Laity as well as for the Biſhops, 

This Conſideration may in ſome meaſure qualifie the Heat 
of the Examiner, who ſays, that the Petitioners appearance P; Ga 
for the Biſhops, was more than a Tacit Refleion on others who 
took the Oaths. Now, as we have Sworn to the Government our ſelves, ©, 
it is hard Language to ſay that we meditated an Aﬀront to our Fellow-$uh- 
jets for having done the ſame, I know not what our Author means by r;c 
word Apprarance, but if we take him ſpeaking according to a very uſu9! 
Phraſe, we cannot but complain of his Uncharitable intimation, which, how- 
ever is as good Argument ag to aver, that in King Fdwari's days, the ap- 
pearance of any moderate Perſon for Biſhop #ooper, who ſcruplgd the Cano- 
nical Habit, was more than a Tacit Refleftion oa the other Biſhops who had 
no ſuch ſcruple : This I am apt to believe in our Examiners Opinion, would 
be poſitive ſeverity, and he is too partial to allow it tobe over kind in the 
preſent Caſe; and indeed this reaſoning is on all occaſtons deftruftive of Mer- 
cy,and of all Ads of Grace and Diſpenſation, and touches in ſome degree ( if 
with YVirgil's Shepherd, we may preſume to compare great things with ſmall ) 
even upon the meaſures of the Prince and Parliament, with reſpett to a ge - 
neral AR of lndempnity; for at this Rate, becauſe they entertain a mixt 
crowd of iianers into Favour, they muſt conſequently refl-& on thoſe who 
need no Pardon. And whereas he tells us, our Appearance was Hearty and 
Zealous ; I ſuppoſe he will admit that ſuch Epithecs uſually belong to Honeſt 
Men, fince they Import, that we were neither Fawning Hypocrites, nor Tem- 
porizing Flatterers.* 

Our Examiner has theſe words 2: If the Church, ſays he, were 7, 4, 
at the point of "Ruin for want of the ſuſpended Biſhops, the Ex- * 
erciſe of their Offices ; if the Succeſſion of our Hierarchy, de: ived to this day 
without interruption, were thereby in hazard of heing broken off; if there 
were no, where in +ngland to be found Men capable to hand down to ovr 
Pofterity the Dottrine of the Goſpel but they; then it had hcen not only 
Pardonable, but in tome ſenſe, neceſſary to uſe all poſſible means, and even thoſe 
out of the ordinary Road, in Order to their re- ERtabliſhment. 

Thac we were not wanting of very good and very reverend Men to ſupply 
the vacant Sees, -is, Iconfeſs, moſt true ; and His Majzfties care to fill the Orb 
of our Church with bright [.uminaries, has demonſtrated bo the World, that 
the receſs of fix or ſeven Biſhops, could not interrupt the fucceſhon of our 
Hierarchy, or ftop the Efficacy ot ſourd Doftrine, ſo that our Church was 
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to Poſterity by able and /painfut Preachers, even tho our Examiner were not 
of the Number ; of whoſe Ixlination to the Biſhops and Clergy ſuſpended and 
not ſuſpended , I ſhall give ſome tolerable account in other Places, And al- 
tho 1 might. refer. the Reader to the Proviſo's, to interpret the defign of 
what our Author offers in this place, yet it may be obſerved that thoſe Emi- 
nent Perſons,who ſucceeded to the late Biſhops,as they did it with great regret 
and ſorrow, ſo they would not only have bin wel} content, but very joyful 
too, if their Predecefſors, who they allow to be of the indelible Charatter, covld 
have entertain'd the favour for which we Petiticned, and thereby contimi'd 
tix't Stars in our #oriz9?n t And truly the Clergy of our Church were altoge- 
ther as deſirous as the Glouerferſhire Grand- jury, that the Fathers ſhould 
upon like reaſonable terms have bia re-inftated; as is apparent from a proceed - 
ing in the Convocation, where a Petition, as I have been inform'd, way in 
agitation on their behalf. ; 

For ſuch a favor, and for ſuch alone. Our Subſcribers Petitioned, bearing 2 
ſubmiſſive deference to his Majzſties Service and Inclination, who was to grant 
it; and reſpetting alſo, as has bin before intimated, a ſuppos'd readineſs in thoſe 
for whom we Petitioned, hoth to have accepted, and to have efteemed it 2 
Favour. and to have done their part to entertain and preſerve it; which as 
it would nece{{arily have imply'd ſome certain ſecurity, confiſting with His 
Majefties Honour, as well as their own Conſciences , ſo we cannot be ſuppos'd 
to have deſired it out of any affront and difſervice to His Majeſty or them : 
Anq if there could b2 no ſuch ſecurity propos*.| or accepted, the Petitioners 
declai'd their good Will ; and they have this effeQ of their Petition, that they 
calmly endeavour'd the Peace and Union of our Church, and publiſh'd them- 
{elves King WzLiam's Loyal Subjects, and it is none of their fault,-chat alt others 
are not ſo toR 6 

But why dv'; our Examiner affirm, that their Re-eftabliſhnient would have 
bin out of the ordinary Road ? It muſt,I confeſs, have bin by AQ of Parliament, 
but that is a Road His Majsfty do's ordinarilyTravel in ; and how can one, de- 

priv'd by Statute, be otherwiſe refto1'> ? But we were hopeful, 

14, lays he, there were no ſuch miſeries impending upon our Church 

thro the Biſhops Suſpenſion, as the fear of them ſhould oblige Us 
to break thfe Laws and Atts of Parliament, meerly for their ſakes. Very re- 
verendly obſery'd ! And yet, what does our Author mean by the word Us ?

ſupported their wir Tp Spirits, gave Praiſe to God, that their Eyes were 
opened, and the miftakes and prejudices raiſed in them, by the Evil Reports 
and Slanders of our Advcifaries, were removed. 

But tculy, the '/Zagonors were, never fo fax deluled, as to give Credit to the 
falſe Colours, - with-which our RefleRer.and other Maſters ofmiſrepreſentation 
have Painted forth Her Biſhops : For about the time of the Proſecution, when 
ſeveral Nonconformitls had fallen foul-on. Dr, Spilling fleer, for. Preaching a very 
Qrthodox Sermon, and ſpar'd neither Art nor Pains, not only to juſtifie theix 
Schiſtu, -which they recominended as the Darling of Heaven, but at the ſame 
time to Vilifie the Eſtabliſhment of our Church, as Nanedifying, SuperRſ itious 
and Tyrannical ; Monſieur d& ' 4nzle, one of the Miniſters of Charenton near 


Paris, . in his Famous Letter to the Biſhop of Lorden,. in which he expreſt his, 


hearty Prayers to God, that he would opcn the Diſſenters Eyes, to.ſce. the 
weakred of their Reaſons, upon which they grounded an afflifting Separitjon, 
did wich joy conclude, that by a wonde:ful leſſing of God. our Epiſcopal Secs 
were filled with excelent Servants of God, who loved Jeſus Chriſt, and wha 
had ail the Qualities of the Head:and Heart for a general Union; to which.in 
che Poſt-ſcript he ſubjoyn'd, that his exceſient Collegue Monſieur Claude did 
fbſcribe wich all his Heart to the ſame opinion. : 
Heze, we may take a juſt occaſion to obſerve the Sally, which

'Tis not pur- 
ſuc 1 by the Suſpended Biſhops, for -t1at's impraQticable z * 1 is not purſued by 
the other Biſhops and their Clergy ; for they have not yet found out a jak 
expedient : His accuſation of theſe, is buth a great length from his Subj-:t, 
and proves him to be deſtitite of good Manners : His refletiag Infinuations 
againſt the others, j3 meer ſpight and impertinence, and evidence; him te bs 
ſometimes burri<: beyond the Sphere of Reaſon. Iam ſurc the u bole has ve- 
1y little of the Spiric of Gqd, which he ſays, is a Spirit of Love, and of Peace, 

I have bin at ſome thoughts, to knuw why our Author ſhovl.l beſtow his en- 
vious RefleQtions on all our Biſhops and Clergy in general. But, 1 find he is 
reſolv'd to do it at any rate,2nd at the ſame tune, to ward off their reſentment 
with an hardned Brow ; fo that we have the lefs reaſon to admire, why the 
carelel(s and poſitive Man ſhou!: d-claze, that he, and tis party, 
never tvok the worſt Character ( the Biſhops and theic Friends Þ. 
gave of them ) at any time, tv be any diſhonour to then. | 
th's Excurſion, our Reff-Eter has out done Malice it (elf, and dil not allow him- 
ſelf the leiſure to refl-ct on what an Heathen lefc on Record, Negligere quid 
d- ſe quiſque ſzntiat non ſolum Arrogantis eft, ſed omnino dif9/uti, Tam ſure his 
Allertion leads him within the compaſs of this Dil:mma, either the wortt Cha- 
rater the Biſhops and their Friends gave of him, are no diſhonour to him, 
becauſe 'tis tzue ; Or the Bifhops and their Friends are Notorious for Lying, 
and Reviling the Brethren, which laſt part of the Dilemms, the impartial 
World wiil not eaſily beli-ve. 

The Refi=xcter finding the Parliament had cut the Gordian-knor, which could 
not be unty'd by a Convocation, and wherein, no doubt, he was bound to the 
gocd behaviour with the reft of his Brotherhood ( for 'tis not Union wich our 
Church, as is the ſpecious pretence, but the Liberty of Acting and Speaking 
againſt her, which too many really deſire) endeavours to ingratiate himſelt 
and his Party with them, in the like confident manner, as he has aftronted 
the other. Wedo, ſaith our ſtately Reviewer, much approve 
of tne At of Eaſe and Indulgence of Proteſtant Difſenters, made PV. 15. 
by our wiſe King and great Convention, at which toregoing Par- 
liaments offer'd, but Pop-ry was too great a Favorite to receive a check by the 
Liberty of Proteſtants. 

3 may again demand ? why is this objeQed to the Biſhops, as apart of their 
i311 Government, unleſs he would Suggeſt, that they hind'red the palling a Bill 
of Eaſe and Indulgence of Pro'eftant Niff-aters, and did it out of Favour to 
Poprry? If this be not, what is our RefleQers meaning ? And if it be, 'twill, 
I hope, be no contempt to the Wiſtom and Authority of the Government, it 
I affirm, that among the abuſes of the gracious. Act of Indulgence to Ditlcn- 
ters, this inſolent $lander upon our Biſhops, is but one of a lhcuſand. In. 
deed it is very ſevere, and no lefs ſtrange, that they who have done, and ſuf- 
fered ſo much in defence of the Proteſtant Religion, ſhould be Rill repreſente 1 
25 Favorers of Popery ; their Enemies know weil, what vertue there is ia this, to 
raiſc upon them the greateſt 04ium, and to Sacrifice them to the Popular Fury : 
For the Examiner has given us a notabl= higt of a great Leuiuthan, ca'ed the 
Mob. | Is it not manifeſt, that the Parils Labourtd hard for an Att of Indul- 
gence, and how mu-h they depended on it, Coleman telk us, an] when they 
had the Power, they granted it, tho againſt Law, to {erve the ſame ends; 
in purſuance of which, they had before purloyn'd the draught of the Aﬀt of 
; Indulgence, 
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indu'gence, which ſeparate f.om their Intereſls, had paſſed the two Houſes 


of Parliament, If the Biſhops were at any time againft a general Toleration, 
it was to prevent the advantage, that was ſeen the Papiſts would make of ir. 
Could theſe bs Agents for Popery and againft it too ? In the late Reign, did 
not the Papifls and many of the Diſſenters, draw in the ſame Yoak, to the 
apparent Rin of the Proteſtant R#2ligion, -cill they ſaw their Error, when his 
preſent Majeſty opened their Eyes ? And were they not confounded at the Re- 
flettion of their Aions, and are they not yet,  whea truly ſerious, amazed 
at their folly ? did they not promiſe to ſerve the ends of Arbitrary and Cruel 
Perſecutors ? How did the Biſhops then b<ftir themſelves ? How did they La- 
bour to prevent that Ruin, which the-two Fattions, who had bit on the ſam= 
Wax with their Teeth, were active to bring on the Proteſtant Religion ? And 
y<t the Biſhops muſt he Favourers of Popery, Methinksa rational Man ihouid 
he aſhamed to offer ſuch inconſiſtences, not to ſay contradictions, which, like 
Phlegm, ſpit againft the Wind, Recoil back into our Authors owa Face. 

I cannot in this place, but obſerye, how artificially the Romifh Fattors have 
thrown out their own guilt upon our Church, and we may adinire, how far 
they have bin Credited, tho againft plain matters of Fatt. Thus King F.m-s, 
after his coming to the Throne, was pleaſed to Declare, that it had bin his con- 
ftant ſenſe and opinion, that Conſcience ought not to be con!trained, nor Pec- 
ple forc': in matters of Religion; and that it was ever dire@ly contrary to 
his Inclinations, and yet nctwithflanding, the formality of this pretence, theie 
are many in our Nation, who can teſtifie, with what heat and application they 
were incited, and prompted, by the ſame Perſons, to put the Penal Laws in 
trecution in his Brother's days. And therefore, as the laft Proſecution of the 
Ditfenters, was a plain delign of the Court, and not of our Church; fo I could 
te] our RefleQer, how ſeverely ſome of our Biſhops were reprimanded, for 
refuſing to comply with many inordinate Commands difpatch'd to them, which 
they knew, were not defign'd to reform, but to inflame the Patties, 

In ſhort, If the Avarice of the Chancelors (for there are ill Men in all Com- 
munions,) if the Huxtry of Informers ; for ſuch Penal-Law Mongers have bin 
frequent in all Ages: If the underworking of the Feſuits ; for Father Campi. 
tas promis'd us, that our Nation ſhall never be free from their Contrivances: 
It finally, the Letter of Expreſs Statutes drawn to it's utmoRt finencſs, did 
pinch thoſe of the ſeparate Commonions, to the enatting o: which, their own 
former deſigns 2nd prattices againft the Government gave a coluuraile ground ; 
let not the B:fſhops be eſteemed the Projefers and Councellors of thoſe unhap-» 
Py troubles : For, altho it be agreable to the Principles of many, who woul 
be thought the only good Proteftants, to Proſecate for w.eer Conſcience, which 
is t00 apparent, as from the Barbarities of New- Engl n!, o from our former 
ſequeſtrations, and the lats Scortiſh Severities againit the Epiſcopal Cl-rgy, 
whoſe cries have Penetrated the very Rocks and Fiiats of that hardned Covn- 
try; yet by the Dcftrine of our Church, all Exotbitant, and Ploody, and 
Revengeful Proceedings, which tend rather to the Fuin of Mens Perſons and 
Eſtates, than the Salvation of Souls, are juftly condemned : And, whereas the 

Refle&ter erquires, whether any of the Biſhops (Oh ! General 

P. 16, Challenge.) have ever ſhewed any diſlike of Severities, or wiſh'd 
for the mitigation of the Laws, under which the Difſenters ſinar- 

ted. T maydire& him for ſatisfaQion, in this Caſe, tothe the Articles recom - 
mended by our late Lord Primate Sancroft, to the Biſhops within his Metro- 
politan Juriſdittion ; where, among many other ſerious Admonitions, he ad- 
viſed them and their Brethren, the Clergy, to walk with wiſdom, towards thoſe 
that are not of our Communion ; and if there be in their Pariſhes any ſuch, that 


they 
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#bey negle@ not frequently to confer with them in ths Spiris of Meebneſs, ſceking by 
all good ways and means 10 gain and win them over to our Communion, More e/pe« 
cially, har they bave a very tender regard 10 our Bretbren, the proteſt ant Diſeners ; 
that, upon occaſion offer d, rheg wiſfie rbem ar their Houſes, and receive them kindly 
at their own, and treatithem fairly wbere-ever they megt them, diſcourſing calmly 
and civily with them, perſuading them, if it may be, to a full compliance with our 
Church ; or, «ar leaſt, wherero we bave already attain'd we may all wilk by the 
Jame Rule, and mind the ſame Thing ; and, in order bereunto, that they take all op- 
portunity of .aſuring and convincing rhem, that the Biſhops of this Church are really 
and fincercly irreconcilable Enemies to the Errors, Superſtitions, 1dolatries and Ty- 
rannies of the Church nf Rome; and that the very unkind Fealovſies. mhich ſame 6f 
tbem bag of; us 10 the contrary, were altogether groudleſs ; and, in the laſt place, 
they warmly and meſt affeftHonately Exhore them to joyn with us in daily fervent 
Prayer t0 th: God of Peace, for an univerſal Union of all Reformed Churches, bo:h 
at Home end Abroad, againſt our Common Enemies ; and1has all they who do confeſs 
the Holy Name of our Dear Lord, and to agree in Truth of the Holy Word, may 
alſo meer in one Holy Communion, and live in p:rfe# Unity and Godly Love. 
_ Here wasa truly Chriftian and treatable Spirit; here was an advice a- 
freeable tp. the: Deſign of the Goſpel ;, and though it be a morſel which the 

eflaFer cannot ſwallow, yet is it a neceſlary Viand to ſuch whoſe Employ. 
ment it is to adminifter the Euchariftic Feafts. To conclude, though we do 
not agree.with the RefleFer, either in AﬀeRtion to the Church of England or 
the Biſhops, yet we will be in Charity with him and the Difſenters, and tel]: 
him plainly (though he taxes our Convocation with Stifneſs, and ſentences 
the Biſhops of our Church, to a Title ſomething ſofter than that ef real Per- 
ſecutors) that no, geod Churchman does begrudge the. Indulgence! granted 
to them, if they ule .it with, Prudence and acknowledge the Favour ; Nor 
is he againſt any F xpedi2nt of Union, if we knew what would ſatisfic and what 
was pradticable, provided the Proteſtant Religion might be preſery'd, and 
no gap left open to let in ſ\warmsof Sefts, Atheiſm, and, it may be, Popery 
and Contempt of all that is Sacred. 

Another main flight of theRefleQers Zeal againft the deprived 7. 17. 
Biſhops, which I muſt not paſs by, is, that they did not publiſh 
a ſatisfatory Anſwer, to the Modeft Inquiry in Vindication of themſelyes, 
But, certainly they had little reaſon to call him, who writes a Vindication of 
thoſe who oppos'd the Petition for them, to help them ta make their own, 
not knowing, but he might have a hand in Compoſing the Inquiry (which way 
now paſs for no idle ſuſpicion, fince he appears fo concern'd at their Reply 
to it ) then indeed they had bia well Vindicated, when the Accuſer of the 
Brethren, was become their Advocate. He acknowledges, they declared againſt 
Plotting, and in another place, that he believes, they would be pzaceable. 
What Reaſon then, and what Chriftianity did prompt our two modeſt Gen» 
tlemen to wound them with their Pens, againſt wham nothing at that time 
did appear worthy ſuch ſharp uſage ? | 

"Tis not, 1 confeſs, my deſign to Vindicate the, late Condut of. one or more 
of the Biſhops : They are Men, and may not only have failings, but be guilty 
of matters ef a worſe tendency, and ſo may athers who have taken the Oaths. 
Hawever, the Queſtion is not, whether they have not of late receded from 
their former avowed Innocency ; but whether their reply to a former Ac- 
cuſation was not full and to the purpoſe : For all Impeachments are Retro- 
grade, and reſpett matters of Fat perfornv'd and done, and not what are wrapt 
up in the Boſom of Futurity : So that if they were not guilty of what was then 


:hought worthy to be obj=Aed to them, the Accuſation was f; ivolous : if any 
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of them have ſince bin gnilty of any thing, for which they may now be Accu+- 
fed, as our Divceſan and others (we hope) are remote from ſich an Afflition:; 
{he o14 A-cuſation, however, do's not Operate againſt any of them, unleſs 
we aamit our Adverſfaries Cavils, which were [as was alld their own 'V indi: 
cation and our Addreſs: and Apology for them) pabliſhed before-the' Miſcat- 
riage of the late ſupeRted Ptelate, to carry with them the faculty+of St. K+ 
tharine, the Goddeſs of the Dominicans, who was of ſuth a meritorious ſcent, 
that ſhe could ſmell Sinners at a diftance. But I muſt return to the merits of 
the former Accuſation, and conſider it with relation to the Biſhops.” ' + 
- When the Author of an Inquiry (modeſt or immodeft,Jet the Reader jnlge 
had p:rſuaded-theWorld,that'the then Summers Diſyuict proceeded fro: theit 
fatal influenceson the public Aﬀairs.the deprived Biſhops, who were Refident 
near Z»x45n, publiſhed a Declaration, to obviate the loud Caluinny; ar td 
feconcile the Scruples of more moderate Men; The RefleRter, to raiſe an 
Anchriftian Jealouſie in Mens minds, was pleaſed to make a reply, which; in 
effec, was uothing clſe (tho painted with ſome milicious flouriſhes) than that 
al>eit_they declared, as it were, open war againſt the French Monarch, yet 
they did not with the ſame Breath; publiſh a ſblemn Deflatice againſt King 
Famrs.” 'But (with fabmiffion) what occafion'was there'at that! time (when 
the French Fleet manned with' French Seamen, and'Sotilliers, and Armed: with 
a French Commiſſion, Rod on our Coaſts) of declaring againſt any thing but 
what was French ? 'Or why maſt the Biſhops be' more forward than the 'Par- 
liament, who, as one of the- Members, obſery'd, make no 'mention' of King 
Fames ? Tndeed jt was then all the Noiſe, that the French Forces were to have 
made way for the late Kings Re-eftabliſhment : If, therefore the Biſhops de- 
clared againft the attempts of the French wpon cur Nation, they protefted 
conſequently ; and this was all that could be, required; againft all the comforts 
he Abdirate Prince conld derive from the fiitce(s of that Invaſion, I 
But, there is not only ilf Reaſoning, but a great deal of ill Nature in this 
pretence of the Refle&er, which 1 may Illuftrate hy a plain and familiar in. 
france. Put the caſe, a Peaſant of Picardy or Champaign, in his way to Mar- 
ket, where he is carrying ſome Fruit, or Proviſions, be met by a Party of an 
adjoyning Garriſon, who, without much enquiry into the Countrymans way 
of Life, or any other decent Ceremony, drag him before the Governor, and 
acqua nt his Lordſhip, that the Peaſant was ſurpriz'd by them, as he was con+ 
veying Supplies, or Intelligence to the Confederate Camp. The poor Man'pro- 
tefts his Innocency, and yet can gain no Credit; He tells'the examining 
Monſieur, and the RefleQing Dragoons, that he never held Correſpoadence 
with the Dutch, Spanjards,Geymans,or Engliſh, and that he could produce as rea- 
ſonable Proofs of his integrity as the Caſe would admit, and therefore prays 
his enlargement. The Governor, having impoſed ſilence on the poor Man, 
replies ſharply to bim, that'{f this wi-hy he could ſay for himſelf,” he ſhould 
cettainly fuſe,” ahd fo, th brief, amuſes him with” a Sentence after this ſore, 
Friend, ſays he, thou tele me, thou ho!g<ft no Intelligence with the Kings 
Enemies of thils fide 'of che Nation, biit thon'-do'ft not afhrm, thou had'ſt 
never Correſpondence with the Y1uders or Savoyers ; fo' that thy Declaration 
is infincere, and thou ſhalt Die for it. Who would not. cry 'out. O Senten- 
tim n'c:fitate confuſam | Who would not Condemn the malitious Injaftice, 
an! be icreconcillable to the Decree ? And indeed, tho no <imile can be ex. 
pected to ryn in all points an exat& Parallel,the Biſhops caſe was much the 
fame: for being accus'd, as'contorring to that Summers Enterprize of the 
French, they declared againſt thar Scandal : But then'fome 'RefleAting Chri. 


» Rians replied to thein, you ate not to be” believed on this account; for tho 
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you declared againſt the French, who were on the Coaſts of Suſ: x, yet you 
did not declare agaiatt the late King, who was then with his Army in Jreland : 
You declace againft all the miſchiet that may come from the Soxrb, but you 
declare not againft the Storm which we think is brewing in the We/i ; How- 
ever declare what you will, even againſt that too, we reſolve to repreſent you 
to the Nation, as People unworthy, as of Favour, ſo of Credit too, 

But let me preſume ſo far as to examine, what crime theſe Biſhops were ap- 
paren:ly guilty of at that Conjunfture?Was it by their Magic, that ſo many 
Ships periſh'd by the Rage of TempeRs and other unlucky Caſualties ? Did 
they invite the French Privateers to difturh our Commerce, and atfidt our 
Merchants ? Did they Chain up our Men of War in the Roa4 to Cadiz, when 
the Thoulon Fleet pailed by in view of our Captains? Were they concerned in 
the unaccountable Condu& of Torrington, 'or in the loſs the Dutch ſuftain'd 
in that ſorry Engagement ? Did they prevail with the Waters of the Shanor, 
to force our Soldiers from their Trenches before Limeri.? If neither theſe,nor 
other contrivances can be made out againſt them, we may reaſonably conclude, 
that they were then beſpattered, becauſe the Father of Lies will till appear 
to be an Accuſer of the Brethren. And *tis:no wonder he ſhould blacken the 
Reputation of our Biſhops, fince he uſed the ſame Artifice againft the Primi- 
tive Chriſtians ; for if Tybey o'er-flow'd its banks, if Nilus did not refreſh the 
Meadows, or if any other Calamities were diſpatch'd by Gods appointment 
to ſcourge the Nation ; the uſua} and popular cry was Cauſa Chriſt ini, Chri- 
Riani ad Leones; the Chriſtians, tho innc-:ent, were adjudged the Cauſe, ani 
muſt therefore Die for the ſins of the People, 
lam confident, 1 may (if the Reflefter pleaſe) ſave him the trouble of a 
deep reſearch into the Myftery of our late Vifitations; for the important 
cauſes of our difquiet were our many monſtrous abominations; and amon 
them the Profane and Uncharitable Spitit of our Nation: The Treachery => 


* Ayarice of qur-Officers,the'barefac'd Vindication of former Sacrilege andRedbel- 


lions, the crying Iniquity of the S-orzſþ Rabling ; the old Confeflors St. Arha- 
naſius, and the Biſhops of the Nice Council have receiv'd from the Champione 
of arevived Hereſie: Our Calamities were Gods ju4gments and the Effetts ot 
our own follies ; the Biſhops were no more concern'd in them, then Eljjeb in 
the Famine of Samariz, or /nxecentius in the Devaſtations committed at Rome 
by the Barbarous Goths. 1f any of them are ſince liable to accuſation , their 
offences can withas little reaſon be charged on: the reſt of their Brethren, as 
the particular failures of Nicbolas, could bs. imputed to Stephes, or the other 
Deacons of the Primitive Church. Should all of them be equally concern'd in 
the guilt, this do's not howeyer overthrow their former lanoceace, and fol 
have don? with that point. 

I cannot but v ith ſome pain, obſerve one more of the Refletters bale infinu- 
ations; for he gives out (as tho he was Secretary of State to the Alinighty 
Searcher of Hearts) that the Biſhops retain their Principles which 
Govern their Non-conformity (not in a Ceremony but) in a main FP. 16. 
point of Obedience (as to their Majefties and the Laws) fo allo 
to Gol. But is not this ſpightfal, to brand all the Non-ſwearing Biſhops as 
h wing Principles inconſiftent with their Obedience to God, when Obedience 
to him, is by charitable Men, allowed to be the ground of their Noncorfer- 
mity to that, for which he takes the moſt advantage againſt them, viz. the 
Oaths. To this rude Cenfure, | ſhall oppoſe the Opinion at that famous 
Caſuift, who wrote the ble Duty of Man; Tho, fays that Aythor, 2y 
Conſctence ſbouli Err in 1e' in, me ſuch 4 thing were unlawful, y-t '0 long as Imere 
Jo ptiſuad:l, it were ſin, fur me to Jo that thing, for, in that Caic, my Bil! confines 
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to the doing a thing which 1 believe t0 be diſpleaſing to God, and God who judges ug 
by our Wills, not Underſtandings, tmputes it to me as ſin, as well as if the thirg 
were in it ſelf unlawful: 1 might apply and cite th judgment of other good 
Men in the fame caſe, but I ſhall not caft ſuch Pearls before our Refleter; who 
perhaps, with others of the ſame Herd, may trample them under foot. Oaly, 
[ would willingly know, whether he is ſo Cruel againſt every one that is not of 
his mind ? 1 believe he would not be ſo virulent againft fome, who think atl 
Oaths unlawful : If he is kind to them, and do's bear a regard to theic 
ſcruple of Conſcience, why is he ſo unmerciful in the preſent Caſe, and why 
are the Biſhops Prcoſecuted (a milder word, then truly perſecuted) by his In- 
vettives ? 

I confeſs, ſome Mens Conſtiznces can ſerve as a Weather-Cock to their In- 
tereft but the iniquity of Hypocrites,ought not to be thrown into the Ballance 
with the ſcruples of godly aad ſerious Men, which we dare not believe, are 
ſo far the effeAs of profligate Humour and Paſſion, as to put a deſign'd affront 
on the great Omniſcient Judge : And truly if we entertain the checks of Con- 
ſcience, with a worſe then Atheiſtical Indifference, and if by any ftrains of - 
Wit, we can Interpr=t thoſe pangs as Divine and Confolatory Raptures ; lec 
us no longer accufe Tallus Hoftilius tor placing Fear and Paleneſs among the 
Gods. | 207 
1 muſt entreat the'Readers Patience, to ſabjoyn one more of our Authors 

cogent Reaſons againft our Petition, which I had almoft forgot, 
PF. 6. viz. Becauſe His Majzfi; is the beft of Kings, and that we have had 
reat Experience of his Clemency, 

That His Majeſty is the beſt of Kings,and that ſome of our Authors Party 
raay from their great Experience, declare him to be ſuch, we ftedfaftly be. 
lieve, and do therefore admire, ſince they enjoy ſo large a ſhare in the Benefic . 
of the Indulgence, for which we thank'd his Majeſty, they ſhould be fo invidi- 
ous, as to bethink the ſame Royal favour and good Will of the Subſcribers to- * 
wards others. In truth, the Refle&er has an Awkard way of arguing, for his 
Reaſons prove much on our part. Doubtleſs, the Kings Clemency is the 
ſtrongeſt Reaſon to induce his Subjetts to Petition : The Draught of Pardon, 
he ſent down to the Parliament, His Gracious regard to tender Conſciences, 
the other remarkable Emanations of his favour, encourag'd us to throw our 
fetves proſtrate at his Feet, as with our hearty thanks for his many Royal 
Conceſfions, ſo with our humble Addreſs fot our Dicceſan and his Brethren, 
if they thought the favour compatable with, his ſervice. In fine, the Kings 
known Clemency, was not ſb much-an Argument againft our Petition, as a 
Foundation, to ground the Hopes of his Pardonand Indulgence to us, if our 
Petition were diſpleaſing to him. 

And truly, if I thought, that either the Proceedings of our Grand-ury,or 
any thing I now propoſe in their Vindication, were inconſiſtent with the plain 
Honeſty of a Chriftian, or the dutyof a faithful Subje&, 1 would readily 
Pardon of the meaneft Reader ; and, I may aſſure him, that I would never 
have undertaken the preſent task, had not ſome Perſons affumed a plauſible 
pretence from the circumftances of the deprived Biſhops, to runout in an ex. 
travagant Excuifion againſt onr Church, and all our Biſhops in general, and 
to ridicule many ſolid Truths derived fcom ths Prophets and Apofttes : But, 
I hope,the enſuing-Chapter, will both diſcover the blackneſs of their Politiques, 
and fatisfie the World, that the Men we deal with, are none of the beft Chri- 
tians, Subks, or Neighbours in the Nation. 
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Have hitherto, with due Modeſty, as 1 hope, examined our Adverſaries main 

Cavils againſt our Addreſs: I ſhall now conſider their exceptions to the 
Apology, having bin dai'l to it by refileſs Men, who love to be raiſing up 
new __ of diſpute, which time and patience had rendred not altogether 
neceſlary. 

The RefleRer acquainted the World, that he did not fee the Apology, 'til} 
his own Pamphlet was Printed. Whether this be true or no, the Reader has 
the choice of his thoughts, which yet, he may ſoon determine, if he pleaſe to 
conſider; that the Refleer recited the Gloucefler-fhire Addreſs in the fame 
Numeric words, as it was abbreviated in the Apology ; and, whether by this 
ftep- of our Author, we may not diſcover what ſort of Ramble he intended to 
purſue, is left to the determination of honeft Judges. Be it, however, true 
or falſe, the Reflzer ſhall with freedom gain that point, and therefore, ſaving 
in the Title Page and Poſtſcript, the Apologift do's not conceive himſelf con- 
cern'd; but yer todo him reaſonable Juſtice, he has conſidered, as his Argu- 
ments againſt onc Addreſs, fo his other Malevolent RefleQions. 

The Examiner is the Perſon, with whom 1 ſhalt] now be more immediately 
concerned, he _ Anatomiz'd the Apology with a mercileſs hand, and re. 
preſented it as Ghaflly as the Gorgon-/dea of his own Malice could make it, 
And truly, if our Author had taken the freedom to have expoſed any Errors 
and Impertinences of that Pamphlet, without diſcovering much greater Inde- 
cencies of his own, I ſhould have ſubmitted to his Animadverſiens, as the cf. 
fect of a wel defigned Charity : But tince his own Pen has fallen iuto an ex» 
ceſs of Riot, that gives ſcandal to ſober Men, it can be never too late, either 
to expreſs an abhorrence of his proceedings, or to expoſe tbe Baſeneſs and 
Treachery of his Principles. 

It is the advice of a Rhetorician, ty ſuch as compoſe or make Speeches, 
Sine Pulchra exordia, exttuſque il/uftres. This Rule, our Scenical Divine has 
endeavoured to Copy ; and tkerefore, that he might not looſe the advantage. 
ous Charadter of being an abſolute Raiter, he fetches a long ftroak, ſparing 
neither the old Preachers of Righteouſneſs before and after the Flood, nor the 
Family of Levi and/ Aaron under Moſes's Oeconoiny, nor St. Perer, nor $ti 
Paul, nor their Succeſſors under the Goſpel, but joyns them in one Predicament 
with our Biſhops and: Churchmen, Our Poet indeed, d&'s, by a convenient 
figure, transfer the Odium of what he ſays, and does ſo far lift his Mercenary 
Tongue, in the Service of profligate Wretches, as to publiſh his own Rancor 
againft the holy Funftion, in words pretended to be borrowed 
from them. ſt has bin, ſays he, the unhappineſs of Men of P. 3: 
our Profefſion, 1 mean the Clergy, whereof I have the honour to 
be one, that the World has in all Ages tax'd them with ſomething of wiikulueſs 
and poſitiveneſs of humour beyond the reft of mankind. 

O rare Bird, thus to defile his own Neft ! The Atheift (who valurs him+ 
ſclf for inſulting on the Parſons) will thank him for the Notion,: and S2tan has 
no need to beet looſe, ſince the Examiner do's hold the Pulpit.and has made it 
the Chair of Scorners. Indeed. with reſpe@ to our Author, the Imputation is 
not altogether frivolous, and therefore let him ſcall'd his Lips with a Meſs ot 
his own Broth. But the good Man ſeems to imply, that the VVorld hath rea- 
ſon to tax God's Mefſengers of wilfulneſs and pofitiveneſs of Humor; and 'tis 


no wonder this ſhould -be.our Fate, ſince our Saviour (who himlelt (cok part 
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-of the cenſure, and now ſuffers in his Members) aſſured his Diſcipl=s, that the

dreadful Awount of Death and of Judgment ta come ; and this ſurprizing 
Truth, which made Felix tremble, is efteem'd the New Atlantis of Prieft- 
craft. Let the Clergy be as politive as they pjea(ſe, the Men of the V Vorld 
r:ſolve to be as wilful on the other hand, and to drown the harſh D n of theic 
mufty Morals in the Charms of pleaſure : Or it: our young Danires muſt have 
the formality of a Chaplain to inſtru them, in the way to happineſs, they will 
admit /of no other Fonarhan but, the Examiner, The Path he finds out, is 
ftcewed- with Violets, and with the bleft Luxury of bountiful Nature ; the 
Elizian Groves, to which he diretts, abound with Balipy Fountains ; and the 
Enchanted Lover, like 46/alom, is often caught up from the Earth by Trees of

tacle of Murtherers and Traytors, In fine, as the Innocency of the Biſhops was 
as clear as the Heavens, ſ0 would their Confinement have heen as dreadful as 
the loweſt Cell of Dzocl-h2r's Priſon had they not b:en ſupported with the 
Chriſtian conſideration that a good Conſcience, and God's prelence changes 
Hell into Heaven, and makes the moſt noiſom Dungeon on Earth equal to the 
Paradice above. ; : ; 
We gladly acknowledgz that a good hand of Providence flopped the Popiſh 
fury in its Meridian career ; ſo that thoſe ſeven Confefſors can pretend to no 
other Martyrdom than what they receive from Evil and Mercenary I ongues, 
But if we take the Teſtimony of the Foreign Hugonor Miniſters (whoſe words 
I ſha!l have occaſion to cite more at large in another place) to be of any Vali- 
dity ; thoſe Fathers which were impriſoned in the Royal Palace of the Tower, 
were animated with a Zeal worthy P: imitive Biſhops, and were prepared to 
ſafter any thing with admirable conftancy ; ſome indeed think they luffered 
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Crown nor to the Mitre,u ho if the Authority of our good Prince had not laid 
Shackles on their intemperate zeal, would think they fhould have done God 
ſervice in Chzmoleting our Records not only with the Tears,but with the blood 
of our Biſhops ; and in reward of their vigorous appearance againſt the Ty- 
rannical Encroachments of Jraly and France, have fſacrificd them as the Remans 
did the Watchful Birds that Guarded their Capitol from the Gallia Senones. 

The Examiner having by a ſubtile device mitigated the jift Odium we had 
conceiv'd of the illegal PraQtices of the Papifts againft our Prelates in the Per- 
ſecution during the late Reign, he conſiders the Merit of the Biſhops with as 
great equity as their ſufferings ; and will by no means conſent that they ſhould 
have come under any ſhadow of Favour, as Mr, Huddleſton once did : but tru- 
ly if his Theme were good, his management has fſpoii'd it, and his Reaſons 
like Hercul:s*s foot, do ſoon dilcover their Maſter. He te!'s us (pray mark the 

Argument) that the Biſhops were not worthy of the Prriviledge, 
P. 19. becauſe he could not remember that either of them had the good 

fortune to preſerve the Life of a King, when ſought for by Ene- 
mies, nor did he find any of their Names mentioned in our Hiftory of King 
Chales's Wonderful Eſcape at the fatal Battel of Worceſter. 

That they ſhould have preſerved the Lives of Kings when ſought for by E- 
nemies, would have entituled them to the Province of Guardian Angels ; that 
they did not more eſpecially preſerve the.Lite of King Charts the Firft,if they 
might not be imputed to the precaution of the Regicides, yet the ſurprize was 
nole6G atfliting to them than to the Royal Martyr, bearing in ſome ſenſe an 
Analogy with that Agonizing love which drew a flood of Tears from St. Fobv, 
and the other (uffering Saints, who being the ſad Witneffey of our Saviour's 
Paſſion, wept in fimpathy with the blood and water that ftreamed from his bo. 
dy. It would be vanity in me to ſay they would have been ready to have died 
for him, ſince #1 Perſons who are acquainted with th2ir Principles, cannot but 
allow that they would have ſuffered any thing to have kept him alive, exclu- 
five of that Damnation which over-took his Murtherers. 

That they were not inftramental in preſecving the Life of King C44rles the 
Second at Worcefer, proceeded from the determined Council and Pleaſure of 
God, who raiſed vp other Inftruments to effett it ; the ſame unſcarchable wil- 
dot-refſervingour Biſhops for another great work to the overthrow of Pope- 
ry, and to the confafion of many of thoſe old Rebels, whoſe hands were ſcar- 
lot-red at Worceſter Battel ; who having expelld"that King, a: being a Friend. 
to Biſhops, and Voted down Biſheps as the friends of Popery, of late years 
dedared with the Papiſts as being therefore their Friends, becauſe they were 
Enefnie6sto'onr Biſhops, and oppoſed our Biſhops, as being therefore their Ene- 
niſes, becaufe the Biſhops were no Friends to the Papifts, 0 dizrum novs 
Sphinge AZ 1igma ! 

But with humble deference to our Authors judgment, can no.Perſon be of 
equal merit with Mr, Zuddl-f92 without being joyn'd with him in one and the 
fame- memorable A&t ? I might retort that the Popiſh Mr, Au/dle$»n was not 
ay meritorious as our Biſhops, becauſe he wes not clapt up into the Tywer with, 
at ih the cauſe of, thoſe Proteſtant Conteflors, an4 at the ſame rate our 
Clergy-man might'evade the Charatter of being as great a Rayler as Corah 
and his Company, becauſe he did not joyn with them in their Outrage againſt 
Moſes ant Aon; but the. world wil! not allow him ſuch-a Piviledg beyond 
the reſt 'of the Biting [gate Fraternity, 

Our Militate-Clergy-man having not found the Biſhops at the Battel of 79y- 
cefer, where 1 doubt he would have given them no Quarter, and where they 
«6uld have ſtood in ay much need of a Reſcue as King Charles the __ : He 
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inform'd the Nation that he was come to a point : For, ſays he, until the Bi- 
ſhops have as great a ftock cf meric on the like ſcore 23 Mr. &14/-/1in had. 
We (by which ward, he is agiia to be confidered in his Pluralities) muſt, faith 
he, allow them to come under the Act of Parliameiit with the reft of + agland, 
and Mr. Huddleſton to ftand alone without the honour of a Clergyman to bear 
| him Company. This is very fine! And yet, with the Examiners leave, Mr. 
Huddl:Jlon did not ſtand without the honour of being a Clergyman himſelf : 
For he was a Prieft, anda Prieft too (if we may believe his Cant in the Court 
of Kings-Bench) after the Order of Melchizedeck, Whether our unaccount- 
able Clergyman be of that Order, I ſhall not determine, but what a ſort of 
Clergyman #uddleiion was, I will confider in its due place, 

[a the mean time, that our Author may not judge himſelf, and Mr. Hul- 
dcfone, the only meritorious Clergymen : I delire him to examine in what 
Language the Bilhops, who writes. and thinks as clearly as any Perſon in the 
Nation, Diſcourſes of the Seven Biſhops, and another reverend Prelace ; he 
tells us, that their merits and ſufferings, in afferting our Laws and Religion, 
_ were ſoconſpicuous, and by conſequence, the fury of che Papi//s againſt them 

{o implacable, that perhaps it wouli be preſumption in any other Clergy man 
to come in Competition with them, for eicher of thoſe Honours ; And in ano- 
ther Diſcourſe, the ſame Biſhop carries on the Panegiric in an higher firain, 
which I kaow, cannot but diſguſt any Clergyman of our Examiners and Mr. 
44uddieBon's principles, and theretore I ſhall not inſiſt on a Theme  unplea- 
ſant tothem, 

I rather obſerve, that when I male mention of Mr. #u4dl:fon's merit, 1 did 
not thereby </ iow that he did more then his duty : For what our Examiner - 
lays of our Bilhops, we may apply to bim, viz. that he did not (o well at one 
time, but he didas il] afterwards, by refuſing the Oaths. And truly, the fa- 
your for which we Peticioned, like that which was granted to him, would 
have bin an Att of Grace and not of VVorks: And todeny the Kings Power, 
to propoſe ſuch an Att to the conſideration of His Parliament, was a great 
weakneſs in ſome Perſons, and ſeem'd derived from the peculiar pretence of, 
luch State-Dogmatiſts, as would be thought fit Tutors to inſtruct their Prince 

It cannot, I confeſs b denied, that an Oath is a National ſecurity ; but yet, 
it muſt fil] be allowed, that ic is therefore a ſecurity, becauſe the Cuſtoms 
- of the Nations hath ſo enatted, But this do's not bar the right of Interpre- 
tation that is lodg'd in the Legiſlative Body, which may appoint any other (e- 
curity, and accept it as ſuch : So that when I propos'd the example of Mr. 
Haddlefn (an old Popiſh Prieft, who, by a ſvlzmn League and Covenant taken 
in the Apoftolic Chamber, where they ulually declare in an irreconcilable Ab- 
horrence of all proteftants, by them called Heretical Princes; and joyn inthe 
dreadful Unkinging Anatbema againſt them) was ſo far plu:g'd into an invio- 
lable Precontratt, as to ftand in need of a Parliament to ſuperſede the Odli- 
gation of the Oaths, when I ay, 'I propos'd this exampk, Idid it with ne 
vther intent. then to expreſs what power:is ſeated in our King and Parliament, 
and as we were not Traitors for owning their Authority ; ſo it is no Treaſon 
to afficm, that His Majsfty in concurrence with our repreſentatives, can at their 
pleaſure excuſe the Oaths. Should they in our caſe have retus'd it, upen the 
account, that ſuch a performance might have bin an TUmbrage to the quiet and 
peace of the Government; they would however, as has'bin oftea hinted, have 
atted according to the real ſenfe of our Petition ; for our Grand-jury did not 
engage into any Mans Quarrel-againft our Eftabliſhment, 'the Authority of 
which, we own'd in expreſs Terms; but.we did, with al! dutiful ſubmiſhon, 
reſign the Caſe, wholly to be determined by our Superiors, whether the pr 
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jet of our Addreſs, could hear any proportion agreable to His Maj:ities 
Service, And therefore, the Ex2miner is too flerce, when he is pleaſed to ſay, 
that we preſumed fo far. as to preſcribe a Copy to the Parlia- 

P. 19, ment; for, whoever conſults the Page, to which he refers, may 

| ſoon perceive the intent, by the very Letter of the words, v:7; 
that as the two Houſes have Prefi:ients of their own, which in matters of Im- 
portance, they cften purſue (as the Roman Senate did uſually proceed more 
Majorum) ſo that it is introduttive of no new Cuſtom, for our Repreſentatives 
to Copy out their own former ſpecial Aas, if they judge it convenient; ant 
that where ſuch Preſidents are wanting, the Sovereign (with the Concurrence 
of the Lords and Commons) can, on many occations, diſpenſe where there 
was never diſpenſation before. 
I confeſs, by ſome expreſſions in the Apology of which, T may 

P. 41. Afſfgnthis as one, viz, that King W:/lizm's favour to the Biſhops 

would gain him as much Renown, as when he waded thro the 
difficulties of War :; Any Perſon hath juſt reaſon toconclude, that I was too 
far Tranſported in a cauſe, which I tho:yght, had not bin the worſt in the 
world ; and yet, notwithſtanding the Examiners Retort, I-may tell him, tha 
as 1 ſuppoſed, it would have bin an Att of Mercy, ſo all fuch Acts bear an high- 
er Charatter then Feats of Arms ; fince, according to the good - ol Father, to 
thew Mercy, is greater then to raiſe from the Dead. *Tis true indeed, the 
paſſing o're the Br, and the other renowned Exploits of King William; 
were moſt memorable Atchievements, but yet they were the Atchievments 
of a Man : For the like have bin perform'd by his Itluſtrious Anceſtors, by 
the Cartbaginian [Tannibil, by the Roman Ca'ars, and by. Henry the great of 
France: But to raiſe from the Dead, is an Act purely Divine, and carries with 
it the ſtamp of our great deliverer Chrift./ 

If 1 was too forward in framing- my #yporh:fis, 'Þ am ſire the Examiner has 
out-ftript me in caſes of that . Nature, of which he gives no laudable Inftance, 
when wreſting my words beyond reaſonable canfiruQtion, he tells me, as if ke 

pu were Confeſ1rius to his Maj=ity, that if ſhewing favour to the 
* 33* Biſhopz, had bin an Att of Picty, it muſt conſequently have bin 
King #111711's Duty ſo to have done. 

1he advantage our Author would hence derive, is, that 1 ſhould agree, it 
was King Willizn's duty to have extended the favor, for which we Petitioned 2 
Put 1 am fofar from weighing the Sentiments.and Attions of our great Prince 
(who cariies the ballance of Zivyope in his ewn hands) in' my narrow Scale, 
that. dare not athrm a thing which would render me not one of the number of 
humble Petitioners, but rather of wilful and poſitive Diators, ſuch as the 
world acccynts our Examiner, by his own confeſſion to be: However, by my 
laying King Wi/1iam's favor to the Biſhops, would have bin an Ad of Pjety :+ 
I meant only to<xpreis my own ſenſe, and the ſentiments of. the Subſcribers, 
upon which they groanded their Petition,- tho the Examiner carps at my gooct 
manners, for not diving into the ſcruples of the deprived Fathers, 1 defire him 
not to preſume io far, as to obtrude a private Opinion, upon the Reaſon and 
Conſcience of his Sacred Majefty. 

I need not at preſent ufurp ſo far upon the faculty of our poſitive Theologue, 
as to Examine the ſeveral acceptations, by which the word Viety is diſtinguiſh d 
among Authors, tho 'I cannot but afſure our Clergyman, that if he do's con- 
clude all Atts of Piety to be, without reſpett to Circumftances, at all times 
the neceſlary Duty of a Man ;- I may, if he pleaſe, put him in mind of a work, 
that may render his Name and CharaQter » more fampus then that of an 
Inquilitor, : 
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'Tis not to be doulte.!, bat that if our Examiner ſhould in a ſerious Zeal, 
diſpatch a Chritiian Admonition to thoſe Celebrated Gentlemen, that Cym- 
pole the Scorch Aſſembly, and rcmini.them of His Majefties repeated Letters, 
and exhort them to that Spirit of moderation, of which their Presbyrers Have 
of late years ſo much boaſted, afturing them that: the Eyes of Chriftendom 
are fix'd upon ther, and that they would do well (now they are entrufted with 
the Power) to give the # n9/:fþ Convocation a gool Preiident to follow, and 
to demonſtrate to the world, how ſtulious they are of Uniting Proteſtants ; 
more <ſpecially, that they ſhould not Unchurchall Epiſcopal Reformed Churches, 
or impole an Oath aud Teft on tholie Lithops and their Clergy, that ſubmit to 
King Wili:n's Government, to apparently. deftiructive of their former Ob- 
ligations; *Tis not, 1 ſay, to be doubted, if our Clergyman would hazard the 
Attempt, but that he wonld pertorm an extraordinary Att of/Piety, accor- 
ding to the preſent Notion of the word 3 and if he thiuks it his duty fo todo; 
he has a large Field to Fxerciſe his Tallent ; and when our forward Zevize has 
practis*.i, thus fac he may if he pleaſe (and parhaps with <qual ſucces extend 
his Piety further, even to the Converſion of the great Mogul, and of the 
Cham of Tartary; and carry the Trophies of a ſpiritual Warfare, as far'as 
Tamerlane did that of the Sword. 

Our Author ſuppos'd he had another great occalian tobe jacolſe, FP, +18. 
when he con{14e1'd a Biſhops Paro!e of honour tothe Governments 
But in this Caſe I may obſerve, that tho there occurs ſuch a paſtage in the 
Apology, yet our Addreſs did. not intermeddle in that particular: And tho 
the Examiner did ſo ftrangely divert himſelt with the Notion, 
yet he at the ſame time ailowed it. to be a Bond, moſt ſacred among 0OÞ..19, 
Men of probity : And there is no doubt, but ſome of the depriv'd 
B.ſhops may be Men of Probity, and way allo underftand the Nature and Ob- 
ligation of Promiſes, as well as our Author,, and may allo thick their parole to 
be a thing moft ſacred 3: and if they would have. obliged themſelves by a thing 
fo ſacred, they mutt be ſuppos' to have done it in Conkience, and with ſub- 
milhons to the High Powers, to which they ſhould have ſtood obliged 3; And 
as the Perſon who woul! have conficn.'d, and publſh'd the Innocence and Sin- 
cerity of his mind, by ſuch a Declaration, would have bound himiclf by a moft 
hacred Tye ; {uy would ſuch an obligation have. bin as fulzmn as an Oath, and 
there might as great Penalties have.bin-annex*l to the Violation of it, as to the 
breach of an UWath,nor would ſuch a Violation- have bia lelsthea Verjacy, with 
reipea to Conteience, i foro Dc... But the Examiner demangs, why would 
he not then take the Caths who if ſuppoy'd. thus willingly to have oitered his 
parole of Honour ? To this I anfwer, that it cannot he with any traudulent 
dehgn , for then he would not have bound himfeclt by a thing fo ſacred as his 
parvle of Honour, but it muſt in Charicy be adjudged to have proceedet from 
2(eriou3 reaſon, viz. becauſe he dat'd not put any intereſt int» the bal'ance 
with the Peace of his ConiCence, which 1s a thing very ſacred roo; What 
ſhall 1 add more? If | ſhould tay he do's not refuſe the Oiths out of Obſti- 
nacy, Pride or Prejudice, the Examiner would gain the retort, that I wag 
willing to teach the World how to give uncharitable Names to the ſuſpenled. 
Biſhops, and cherefore I iulift no fucther on this Argument, leaſt 1 give him 
an occatzon of being prophane, 

But ſuppoling the Apologitt to have b'n guilty, was it becoming the gravity 
of a Divine, to caſt duſt after ſo rude a ſort, on the Fathers of 
the Church; as to afhrm, that a Biſhops parole of Honour, is PD. 18. 
derived from the Knight-Erranty of Don-Qujxote ? Were not 


many of the depoſed Biſhops in the Primitive Ages, fijll catied Honourable 
Loxds ? 
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” Lords * And dare our Examiner, in verbs Sarerdotis, affirm, that the folemn 


parole of honour of ſuch Fathers, is the ſame with the Knight-Erranty of the 
Alſatia Squires, who ſwear and foiſwear, who reiterate Vows and Promiſes al- 
ready broken, and break and reiterate them again ? This Knight Erranto- 
ry of our Author, is leaxnt from the reverend Don Quixote, who is the Moſes, 
the Prophet, and the Evangelift of our Examiner. Our Clergyman has now 
diſcove:*| bis Reading, and why may he not be of kin to another Romantic 
Hero {of the ſame Trade with our Author) who uſing the neceflary expedient 
of Penny Sermoas, was pleaſantly impos' on by the Treachery of his Stati- 
oners Lad, that pack'd up his Baggage, for by this means, he gave bis Pariſhi- 
oners a ſurprizing account of the Divinity, contain'd in the renowned Hiftory 
of the Gotham Magi, We ſce whatfate uſually attends thoſe, who have neither 
Honour nor Veracity to looſe ; and may we be delivered from 2ll ſuch Pulpit 
Drolts, whoſe Bible is a Romance, and whoſe Library is at the anche. In 
truth, our Author, to carry on the Frolique, ought to have Dedicated his 
Learned compoſure to the Saint-Erran of that holy City ; be had then ex- 
ally imitated the great Dominican Galego, who having diſcuft ſome Scholaſti- 
cal Queftions, concluded with the memorable words: And thus, ſaith he, / 
bave finiſhed the firſt Tome of my Ligical Comroverſies,- which 1 Conſecrate to zhe 
Honour, and to the Gloavy of Se. Benedift,the Gracious Patrone of the Famous Town 
de Yepes, where / ſuck'd in borb my Milk and my Learning, — But to Proceed, 
Our Examiner was very huffifh and ſevere, that our Biſhops (and indeed 
mot of the Biſhops of our Nation are concern'd in theſame guilt) ſhould ex- 
preſs any ſorrow for the miſcries of the late King, an1 therefore 

P. 15, wenragd attheir Tears for the Calamities of King Fames, 8c. 
But did not Samuel mourn for Saul, anddid not the Prophet weep 


* for the arfliions of Zedechiab, tho the one, by Gods appointment, anointed 


Dwvid, and the ether publiſh'd Nebucbadnezar to be King ? Our Clergyman, 'if 
he pleaſe, may conſvlt the Sermon of the reverend DofQtor, who Preach'd the 
tft Thankſgiving day before the Commons, and he will be amply ſatisfied, that 
our Church did not rejoyce at the troubles into which King Fames was involv'd : 
We were, ſaith he, ative in our Obedience to our Prince, as far as our Conſcience 
would give us leave, and when he require! of us more then this, we received his Com- 
m:nds with ſorrow, but ſubmined 10 his diſpleaſure with good Will, with ſuch 4 Chri- 
ftian #2mper, with ſo affeftjonare « concern, as. ſhewed that we were more teubled 
for this misfortune than for our own, -— This was the ſumm of our Biſhops 
Tears, and if our Clergyman was deftitute of them, his Eyes were Flint, and 
his Heart as hard/as the netherMilftone; 1am ſure we had no Reaſon to be 
#1ad at the afflitions, or the fins of the Abdicate Prince, -but our joy cught 
rather to be employ in praiſing God for our wonderful deliverance by the 
hands of the preſent Soveraign, 
| *But the Examiner, to make the Refletion the more ociovs, 
.'P. 16. cries out, what needed the Apologift tell the world, that thoſe

In the Book ſet forth by Authority for the Service af the 
day. we are direQted (and indeed this is a good Biſhop, .and every good Chri- 
ftians daily Employ) to confider that being Members of the MyRical Body of 
Chrift we are to mourn and rejoyce as the ftate and circumſtances of our 
Brethren require , ani 1har now eſpecizl'y we preſent our Sup! lications and Frayers 
at the Throme of Grace in bebalf of all 1he Reformed Churches, beſecching God to. 
lock down with 1n eye of merey an1 piry upon the ſad and mournful ſtate .of ſurb of 
them whom he bas delivered ovey to the bands of Superſtitions and mercileſs men, 
and that he would n0t ſuffer bis Enemias fit! ro winmph ever bis Heritage  Mote- - 
over that we are toexpoſtulate with Heaven in this paſſionate tnquiry.: . #aw 
long Lord ſhatl thy ang:y burn ? for ever? How long wilt 1hou forget 1by People ? On 

: ler the cry of the bIned of thy Saints, and the ſigh ing of the Priſoners come before 
thee ; Hear us, O God, for thy merdy's ſake, and/for the bonour of thy great n4me

Liverty within the Verge ofronr own Land, which next,to the infinite mercy 
ot God, and the wonderful Condutt of oar Deliverer, is doubtleſs in a great 
meaſure owing to the tears of thoſe righteous Perſons who mourn in ſecret 
for the publick Calamiries. But does our Author, with a Z204icean Difdain un- 
church all foreign Proteſtants?

the Crimes of our Country-men could not admit of ſuch an eafie Penance ; for if 
His Majefty, whom God raiſed up to deftroy the Popiſh Zydra, had not timely in- 
terceded to the reſcue of -our Religion and Liberties from+the Clutches of a party 
that made them the Butt of their anger for many: years, our treacherous friends of 
the Reformation (who depended ſo much on the Jralizn favour) would 'have been 
their own perſonal Scape- goats ; they would without a figure have loft their Ears, 
if not their Heads, with their Religion and Liberties ; and if the Torment of life 
had been continued to them, they would have been driven with reproach enough 
from their promis'd Canaan inte the howling Wilderneſs ; but I ſhall infift no fuc- 
ther on this unpleaſant SubjeR ſince as they were much to blame, ſo it is not to be 
doubted but future Hiftories will laſh the Extravagance of thoſe time-ſexvers, who 
barter'd their Birth-right in exohangefor a Meſs of Pottage prepar'd in the Jeſuits 
Kitchin.

Whether Calvin was altogether of 3:7.'s Opinion, i needlz(s to inquire, but that 
he was ſometimes too fond of his own Works.and too free in his Cenſure,do's indeed 
appear from his own writings : For he often ſpends his thoughts as a Plenepoten- 
tiary Dictator, and preceeds lo far as to accuſe ſume Foreign Proteſtants (the Zcl- 
vitians I {ſuppoſe he means) for allowing themſelves to be called the Evangelict, not 
conſidering that the firfl Reformers 4id,in oppoſicion to th? Kzmiſh Traditions, and 
the Monk;ſh Legends glory in the Name, and in the Reproach of Goſpeilers, Ca/vin 
indeed, had to do with a rough and ungovernable People at Geneva, and the reaſon 
which mov'd him to be ſo earneſt in the Eftab:ſhment of his Model.was,as weare in- 
form'd, out of Bez2, for that he av how n=edful thoſe Bridles were tobe put into the 
Jaus of that City. The judicious Mr. #ecker, who cites that pallage, and ſpeaks very 
avourably of Calvin (tho he convinces our home-bred4 Mimic Calvaniſts of dangerous 
miflakes and miſchievous Practices) tells us, that what Calvin ſaw to he requilite for 
the People of Geneva, was by as great wiſdom compaſſed ; but he ſubjoyns, that 
wiſe Men, are Men, and the Truth, the Truth ; and what Calvin did for the Eſta- 
bliſkmect of his Diſcipline, ſeems more commendable, than that which he taught 
for the countenancing of it Eſtabliſhed ; I may add, or for the countenancing of it, 
with Derogation to our Exgliſh Reformers. This cenſure may be ſuppos'd to carry 
na great Prejudice with.it, it we Refle@ on Calvin's proceedings, during the trou,- 
bles at Frankfort, when though he acknowledged the things he thought moft unfit in 
our Zzturgy(then uſed by our Exiles, who reſorted thither in Queen Mary's days) 
were tolerable. and declared for his owa part, how eifie he was to yeild in all indiffe- 
rent things, ſuch as Exte:nal Rights are, yet was he too fierce and too partial an Ar- 
bitrator, or at leaſt, ſuffer'd himſelf as one not well verft in the Liturgy ſwiiich he 
endeavoured to accomodate to his own Model, and that not in Enylind, but at 
Frantfort, where his Ocders. were not diſputed) to be milinform'd in the Relation 
of- the buſineſs, an, az appears by Calvins Letter to Dr. Cox ard others, in which, 

among other Conceſſions, he Recants his former ſharpneſs againſt our Zitryy, he 
exprefles his ſatisfaion foc the uſe of it. 

This inſtance, and indeed others which might be produc'd,do, 1confefs, prove that 
Calvin (tho he cannot jn reaſan be zlledg'd to juſtific the Prattices of our Dif nters) 
did not pay an.<qual reſpet to our Lirnrgy and Ceremonies as to his own ; But as 
they ſhew the Charity of our Engliſh Divines, in correſponding with him in Love 
and Aﬀeciion ; ſo.do they I'kewile, in ſome ſort, betray the wretched Malice of our 
falſe Brethrey, who, in thoſe early times, which ſince, has bin _the'r ordinary P;a- 
Qice, have trauc'd ovr Conſtitution, and thereby puſh on the Feſuires deli,zn (or 
hin af leaſt their Tools) in widening the Breachzs among. Proteſtants, An! truly, 
1.amanclin'd, to think that thoſe Foreigners, who are.moit ſevere agiinft the Engl jb 
Church, do.not always give themſelves the leiſure or opportunity, to conſult the 
true rature of the things, againſt which they exclaim, but take moſt macters by 
hear-ſay from our Champions of the Separation. 

There. is co Queſtion to be made, but that any ſuch Perſon as 4»1rew M1c!vin the 


 Fearch-pn, may have Ranchor and Rhetoric enough to Calumniate our Church 
. abroad, aud. to-have a d fired ſucceſs among undiſcerning Men; but the Bate do's 
- Nof. always take with the more Learned and Judicious.: For, Hypocrites and Defamers 
ace ſofar honeft, as ſometimes to over-att their parts, ang then the Wolf; Paw do's 
* £xtend it £15 through the barcowed Fleece, Mouſicur Goyon, who him(zIf was im- 
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po>'4 on, thought himſelf very happy, when he hal dJifovered the Treachery of 
{uch Canting Syrens; and,ina Letter mentioned by Durel, expreſt, that he and his 
Lrethien had bin ſtrangely deceived by what had bin related tothem, touching the 
moſt noted Sx&t of our Diſſenters. That he ever imagined them to have bin a Peo- 
ple that foNowed the !lame Order as the Churctes in Praxce, but, it ſeems, faith he, 
they are far from it, and their Deſcription ſhews them to be a ftrange Party, not fit 
to be tol:rated. How Monſieur Goyon! Are the Martyrs of Peace, are the ſober and 
the (If clenying Men not fit to be tolerated ? What is then to be done in the Caſe ? 
In ſho:t, the Monſieur conceived, that the bet remedy was to reduce them to the 
Epiſcopal Government, and that otherwiſe he held ir impoſſible, the: Church of 
Ergland ſhould be ever quet, or flouriſh, * Certainly, if the Diffenters have a juft 
ground for their Separation, the French Calvinidts, with cur Examiner andthe reft 

of the Clergy, make up the moſt wilful and pofitive part of Mankind: And the I 

ex2>eq aworle Title from them my (elf, becauſe'1 dare ſpeak the Truth, yet; I'can- 

not but expoſe the Malicious Artifice of ſuch vile miſrepreſenters,as many of them 

are. that Hunt in Couples with the Roman Foxes. 

We read in the Specialities of Biſhop Z7al's Life, that Segnior Aſc2nio Negro, and 
another /ralizn Captain, wondered to hear from him, that we had any Baptiſm in 
E gland, the Romiſh Priefts having deluded them with a different Relation ; and ab 
ter the ſame manner, many #ugoners have expreft their ſurpize, that our Baptiſih 
and the Eucharift are ſo purely adminiftred, when the wretthed Fugitives of our 
Church had poſſeſt their thoughts with the'Chymera of a'frightful Croſs, of a pro- 
fane ard too farward Charity in Eating and Drinking with finners, and with ſtrange 
Idzas of Popery 5nd Superſtition, In the ſame Specialities, we read of a Conflia 
the good Biſhop had with a Sorborijft (a Prior of the Carmelit?s) who took occaſion 
by our Kneel-ng at the Receipt of the Sacrament, to perſuade all the Company ot - 
our acknowledgment of a TrinſubFanti.tion, but that he ſoon ſatisfied the Cavil, 
ſhewing upon what ground this meet poſture obtained with us, and that the Carme- 
lite grew furious upon his Conviftion, and with his vehement Aﬀeociates fell into a 
down-right railing u on our Church and Religion. Lewis 4: Henlin, who learnt'to 
ſpeak Engliſh after the Tone of a Scotch Covenanter, pretenling to render an ac- 
count of this Aﬀair, as Printed by Biſhop #al!, do's in abuſe to the good Biſhop, 
inveit the deſign of the Relation to the prejudice of him, and of our Church ; for 
he do's both joyn with the Carmelice in his InveQives againſt her, and quotes this 
paſſ-ge out of the Specialities as a ſuficient ground to warrant his uncharitableneſs, 
preſtug the Reader with the neceſſity ot* thinking, that the Biſhop was rather 
confourded by the Sorbcnift then the Sorbonift by him. 

An: truly, tho this ſame Zewts (unworthy the Name of Moulin) had ſupplied 
the Aye with wretched Invettives and miſapply'd Stories, with which -he moſt ma- 
licioufly miſrepreſented our Church and Church Governours ; yet our Clergyman 
hid the god Nature to help him out at a Dead lifr, For tho he acknowledgos 
what Le wrote, might be bezyond Reaſon and Decercy. yet we are 
told by h;m "cis very Lkely, that the uncharitableneſs of the-Church P. 27: 
of Engl.ind againft the Proteſtants avrozd, particularly of the French: 

Church, whereof LI-wis 4u 1:ulin was a Member, might animate him- alittle be- 
yand his deſign. But I pray, what was his deftgn ? Wai it not tefill the- Age with 
the noiſe of the Church of E'21ln4, Popery, and to throw his Venom upon our 
Diſcipline ? Had he not thenthe ſame deſign on Foot, as when he-wrote in favour 
of the Regicides, and Tranſlated 2111ton for the'benefir of che Saints, and trampled 
like another Melvin, upon the Laws of ovr State,as well as of our Charch ? But with 
ſubmiſſion what is the uncharitableneſs of the Church-of Z»gland (Iregard not the 
paſſions of private Men among us) againft'the French Churches. King Charles the 
Martyr,whoſe lincerity tothe Principles of our Chnrch, was neither bribed by flatter- 


ing hopes, nor countervotcd by bis fears, tho he paſt through the greateft Scene of 
Terrors,

per 10 Mr. ſure them. Andthe Reviewers of our Liturgy, whoſe Authority may 
Hender- be ſuppoſed to carry the ſenſe of ouc Church, do in a few words give 
fon, _. us a Notion of her uncharitableneſs ; for in the ſhort Diſcour'e of Ce- . 
r=monies prefix'd to our Service Book, in which thoſe goud Fathers 

readred thcir Reaſons tor retaining ſume, and aboliſhing others; in thele doing;, 
ſay they, we condemn no other Nations, nor preſcribe any thing but to our 0wa 
People only : For we think it convenient, that every Country ſhould uſe ſuch Ce- 
remonies as they ſhall think befi;to the ſetting forth Go1s Honour and Glory ,an1 to 
the reducing the People to a moſt perfett and godly liying without Error and Super- 
Kition, &c. What-uncharitable Spirit did Peter the Father of this Moulin find in our 
Church ? He embrac'd her Cummunion, viadicated her Authority, and admiced 
her Conſtitution. What uncharitableneſs did Peter the Brother of Lewis find ? He 
openly protefted againft the Scorch Covenanters, and told them it 

Moulin's was far from the delire of the Zuginors, that a conformity with the 
Zener no '« Reformed Churches of France ſhould be miſapplied, as a pretence of 
Scotchman, expelling Biſhops, much leſs as a Preſident, to take up Arms again 
&c, Anno. _ the Soveraign. He thought our Church not at all the worſe, tho it 
1649, P.2. was run down by the Clamor of a Tumultuous League, and with the 
noiſe of an Holy War. Finally, what uncharitableneſs had lcwis du 

Moulin to object ? It was in ſhort this ; that we were Governed by Biſhops; and that 
He, with his Friends, could not enjoy Preferments in our Churches, unleſs they 
would admit the Authority of our Laws to take place in our Nation, which as they 
do not extend tv Foreign parts, ſo do they not Unchurch other Proteſtant Churches, 

who have Laws and Cuftoms of their own, 

If any one pleaſe to conſult the Learned Diſcourſe of the Reverend Dr. PuPcr, 
concerning the Mederation of the Church of England, he will find ſuch Solid and 
Authentic Teftimoni-s of her admirable and equal Temper, of her Chriftian Pru- 
dent Reſolves in Ma:t:rs of Judgmeat and Pcattice, as may abundantly ſatis fie him, 
if he be not Deaf to a jift Conviction, that her Temperament and Charity, is no 
ie -Primitive, then her Dottrine Evangelical : She do's not indeed, ſuppoſe her 
ſelf the worſe, becauſe ſome SanRimonious Phariſees miſ-repreſent her, nor will ſhe 
Purchaſe the eſteem of any rigid Calvinians abroad, by parting with ber Eftabliſh'd 
Rules, in favour of a Foreign Scheme : Inftead of this, ſhe has often oppos'd, both 
her Authority and her Arguments to ſuch of them, who Magnifying their own Con- 
Kitutions, have Vilified and Traduc'd hers, But 2s the Cenſures ſhe makes, are 
the Reſult of Charity, as well as of Juſtice, ſo do's ſhe not Eſpouſe the wrathtul 
Heats and Paſſions, and unjuftifiable Zeal of any of ker Sons. 

And, whereas Dr. Peter FHeylin was tax*d by Lewis du Moulin, and

been thought worthy ſuch an honour, agd therefore we muſt be £0ndin, p.116- 
excuſed if we refuſe to pay a Tribute to a Foreigner, that is only 

due to Chrift, who is the Soveraign Biſho the Univerſe. Our Church does 
not diſpute Catvis's Juriſdiction in his Cooliftory at Gezev.,nor has ſhe at any time 
interrupted the Synodical Interviews at Charentan, Or Ja Rechelle, but ſhe does not 
like, that Calvin's aſhes, like thoſe of Samuel, ſhould be ſubjz& to Charms, or that 
after ſv many years reſt he ſhould ſpeak from the Tripos of a Wefminfier Aſſembly. 
And trely albeit Calvin had long before reſign'd his Breath, yet the Covenanting 
Presbyters who borrowed the Title of his Authority to jaſtifie their bold Adven- 
tures puni{h'd his Memory in a viler fort than the E£gyprzans did their MalefaQtors , 
whom they confined to the embraces of a putrid Carcaſs; though Calvie was dead, 
yet his Writings did ſpeak, and ſpeak aloud to the confuſion of thoſe meccileſy In- 
novators ; an therefore our Chucch may with juſt reaſon be ſuppos'd to enter- 
tain more honourable thoughts of C alvie than aur Separatifts have done, who ex- 
pound him with a falle Gloſs, and moſt grolly pervert his ſenſe. 

The clamor of our Difkenters has enforc'd our Clergy to deliver their minds 
with freedom, and to lay that Calvis, however learne41 and pious, however zealous 
and conſtant for Gods ſervice, was not only a man, but ſubjet to paſſions and to er- 
rors too, They were indeed willing to believe that his Ecclefiaftical Scheme, by which 
he exclu4ed Biſhops from a juſt Jariſdittion, was rathec a matter of farce than of 
choice ; but ſince ſome men perſwade vs, 'twas his Principle not only to advance 
the Aerian Parity of Presbyters and Biſhops at Geneva, but to banith both the 
name and the office of Biſhops frpm other Reformed Churches, where they were 
allowed and eftabliih:d, our Clergy have thought it no crime either to oppoſe 
that Levelling deliga, or to confirm their People in a right ji1dgment by neceſſary 
Arguments. This gave occaſion to in2ny Learned and good men, who were rot in 
al points of Mr. /eylin's jaigment, to deliver their thoughts very freely of the 
Foreign Pioteltants; thus Archbiſhop W#rr, who as Dri. Pur obierves, declared 
his 
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his opinion, That Epiſcopus © Presbyter gr2du tantum differunt non 
Dr.Parr's 47% ordine and conſequently in places where Biſh9ps cannot be had,Or- 
pend. pag. 6. dination by Presbyters ſtandeth valid, does however give his opi- 
-nion (though nor without Chriſtian Charity) that the Churches in 
the Low-Countries wholive under a Fice State, are not fo excaulable in that defeat 
as the Churches in Frence who live under a Popiſh Power, and cannot do what 
they would, to which he adds, that the Ordination made by ſuch P.esbyters as 
have ſevered themſelves from their Biſhops cannot poſſibly by him be ex- 
cuſed from being Schiſmatical, Nor did the Learned Mr. /aſcn in his 
Defence of the Ordination of Miniſters beyond the Seas of 
Jdem. pag. 79. adifferent judgment; for though he giantz the French Churches, 
having a conftant Prefident of the Presbytery, to enjoy the ſub- 
Aance of the Epiſcopal Office, yet whereas their Diſcipline is ſtil} derzctive , he 
@iſhes them in the Bowels of Chrift by all means to redreſs and reform it, and to 
conform themſelves to the ancient cuſtom of the Church of Chriſt, 
Hd. pag. 7, 8. So that afterall, as the Reverend Dottor hopes, this — 
whether Epiſcopacy be ordo or gradus, will prove only a difference 
in words rather than ſubftance, between tho'e of the Lord Primate's Jyudgment,and 
thoſe of Dr. Zeylin, ſince they are both agreed in the main Points of the Contru* 
verfie between them and the Presbyterians, viz. That the Biſhops w-ye Ordained in the 
Church by the Apoſrles rhemſeIves, from the direQiongor at leaſt approbatipn c f cur $:- 
wviour himſelf, being the Stars which St. John ſaw in his Viſion in our Lord Chriſt's own 
bind, and that they are permanent immutable Officers in the Church, which cannot ſubſiſt 
witbout them, but in caſes of pure neceſſity, and laſtly that thoſe Presbyters which in 
Churches founded and ſet1:d with Biſhops, do ſeparate from them are guilty of Schiſm. &c, 
The.charge of $chiſm is very grievous ; but yet we ſee that Uſher, tho a Perſon 
of a moderate Spirit, and a fincere Charity towards Calvin and his Brethren, hath 
charg'd ſome Perſons with it, Iam certain thoſe Presbyters that make a Separation 
from our Engliſh Biſhops, who, as they dare not deny, do own the Soveraign Autho-. 
rity of Feſus Chriſt, let their pretences be never ſo Magiſterial, they are not true 
Friends of Calvin,who throws an Anathema on them : They ſpit in the Face of Gualre- 
rus, who condemned them as the Moroſe; they g*in-ſay the words of B-z1, who 
wiſh'd our Hierarchy to be perpztual; they accuſe . anchi?, and the Church of #:id+1- 
burg, of canting flattery, becauſe they ſaluted Fewel and our other Prelates with 
the Title of Pious and of Holy Biſhops, and wiſh'd, that by their means, God would 
Build up his Kingdom : In fine, they run counter to the judgment of Bucer, Peter 
Martyr, Spanhemius, Sadeel, Grotius, Diodat, Caſaubon, De Bleau, Clmde, Turrcain 
and the other Glories and Ornaments of the Foreign Churches: And therefore, I 
was amazed, when I read the dreadful Unchurching Deſcription (recited in the 
Apology) which Mr. Br, animated with a Spirit far different from that of Calvin, 
and his Succeſſors, 'gave us of Epiſcopacy ; And I think 1 had reaſon to ſay ( not» 
withftanding the Examiner judges it not to the purpoſe) that Perſons attuated by 
Tach an uncharitable Principle, love not a Biſhop, be he ever ſu good, that they 
Pity not a Biſhop, be he ever ſo afflifted, that they envy thoſe Biſhops which do 
conform , and rejoyce at their calamity, who are ſuſpended, 

But the Examiner, when I ſaid, that any one who is a ſworn Defender of 
Mr, B&——75, and of Lewis duMoulin's Deſcription of Epiſcopacy can never 
be charitable to Biſhops, becauſe they are Biſhops, is pleaſed to ſmooth up the 
buſineſs by retorting, that there are others of the other ſide {our Clergyman 

means of the Epiſcopal Party) nothing behind him in Invettives 

P. 27. againft the Difſenters. Truly, this is a notable puſh, and as much 

to the purpoſe as it he had bin filent : For, put the caſe the Epi- 
ſcopal Men have done ill in Writing ſuch inveRives, is Mr. B—7, excuſable, becauſe 
ethers are on alike ſcore to blame? Or is any Perſon juſtified by the Follies and W ick- 
edneſs 
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edneſs cf other Men? At this rate, ſhoull any one call Sczramvuchio a Ridiculons 
Fellow, Scaramuckio might Evade that Churatter by telling him that #2rliquin and 
Pollichinellp were allo very ridiculous. Would not our merry Examiner, who is co 
unfht Judge ard DiQator in ſuch company, give them a Learned Reading, ard tell 
tnem iliat all the T hree were not the leſs ridiculous for being equally fo?Would they 
r ot {ubmic to our Clergy-man's Opinion, and confeſs they were nor only reconciled 
to their Names, but content that the Examiner ſhould make the fourth jolly Blade 
among them ? And indeed, *twould be ſcarce worth the Expenſe of a Diſpate, whe- 
ther the Church might :eceive any great loſs, if our Clergyman ſhould exchange tis 
Garment tor ſuch a Livery,his Natural Talent of Buffa9nry, rendring him more cx- 
pable of an Employment oa the Stage, then to ſupply the Vacancy of a Biſkop:ick, 
or to undertake the tcrrible Office of a Preacher. 

But it may be the Examiner expects I ſhould ſeriouſly confider with him the na- 
ture of thoſe Invettives our Epicopal men bave given eut againſt the Niſtenters. I 
confeſs I am not willing to blow up the flame, or to 2d tuel toa fire that ought in 
C ixriſcian Charity tobe extinguiſhed ; but yet to gratifie our Learned Clergy-man, 
I ſo far concur with him as to allow that the Church-party havs preach'd and writ- 
ten againlt the Diſlenters, 21d that none have appear! more Itrenuorily in the 
Caule than our greateft Champions againſt Popery. 

For how can any ſober Perſon hear with patiencs the barbarous ard ſpightful ruff 
which has been vented by ſome of their moſt topping Profeſſors azainit the Orders, 
Canons and D.ſcipline of the Engliſh Church ? Cur Prayers paſs with them for 
the-Vomitcf Antichriſt, and our Ceremonies ate cenſured as the Plague of the 
Babyloniſh Eyypr; they have calted Epiſcopacy Bazti'm, and ovr Ptesbyters the ſpu- 
Tious and Baſtard Sons of Beli.l ; and tel) the world (for they ſometimes precend to 
Wit is well as the Ex2miner) that our Prefeflors wear Caps like'Frags- heads, and 
that they croak in the Chambers of Kings. 1 am weary of repeating what they 
have publiſhed in Priat after their ſupercilions and ſcornful manner againft all Bi- 
[hops and Miniſters of our Church in general, for they except neicher Cranmer 
nor &il:y, nor Latimer, ror Fewel, nor Uſher, but by an uncharitable cenſoriouſ- 
neſs condemn the beſt of men whom all the Proteſtant Churches reverence; {6 
that our Duftors muſt be cxcuſed if by ths Word of God, and the irreprovehle 
Authorities of Antiquity they have oppoz'd the violent and f.urrilous Extravagance. 

Nor are we to be deluded into the conceit that Perer* Z/eylin and others of bis 
time were the fiift that oppos'd their InveCtives to the growth of the ughappy 
Sch:ſm :; for' from the firſt Eſtabliſhment of our Church, the Separatiſts have hora 
the misfortune of being efteem'd no true friends either of the Peace ct the Go» 
vernment, or of the Unity of the Catholic Church. 

Queen #1/zate:h of Eleffed Memory was very ſerſtble cf the ſpreading evil; ard 
therefore in one of her Spe=ches to Her Parliament, ſhe admonith'd her Biſhops te 
be vigilant agairnft the rew ScCtaries end Diſciplinzrians, and that Learred Queen, 
who was the moſt C-lcbratcd Reformer that ever Europe produc'd, did often ex- 
preſs her diſlike and abtorrence of the Ring-leaders of the Faftion. She often ex- 
-perievc'd the ſubtil miſchi: fs that were carried on by a ſort of men, who preten- 
ding extraoidicary Purity ard i\lluminat'on, filFd al! places with their mcck Sun- 
light, and ſhe fou;.d the fame zeal ſcattering , like a Comet, a bad influence in the 
Srate, and we may ſcon gueis what reeſen ſhe had to be ro better enclit.* to thoſe

ways rail'd agiink our Hierarchy and our Diſcipline, and have been as often cor- 
guer'd by dint of Argument ; nor have the beft of our Dottors who naw ſubmit to 
the preſent happy Government, and thank Gud for our Deliverance, thought ic 
any blaſphemy againſt Heaven, or any Violation of Chriſtian Love to give the 
world a juft account of the miſchief of the Separation ; but in our Examiner's, and 
ſome other new moulded Clergy-mens Opinion (who endeavour to palliate the Di\- 
ſenters Sayings and Attions be they neyer ſo lav;ſh againſt our Church) it is all In- 
veRtive that is deliver'd on this Account, though 'tis ſuch Invective, that they can- 
not ward off by the Sophiſtry of Miſrepreſentation, nor by their other little Arts,
